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Jtg“ Mejerbeer, the eminent composer, who 
t,i born iu Berlin cn September 5, 1791, died 
at Paris on the 3d inst. As a child he was 
extremely precocious, and his masical talent 
eame to him so early, that, when only seven 
years old, he was celebrated, and at nine a 
Get*nan critic spoke of him as one of tho bost 
pianists of Berlin. II is fathes, James Beer, a 
Jewish babker, waa very wealthy, and Giaco- 
mo Meyerbeer, as the composer afterwards 
sailed himself, Italianizing his name, only 
appeared occasionally, principally at amateur 
soncerts, and had plenty of opportunities af- 
forded him for study. With what result 
he availed himself of them is known 
throughout the world. Meyerbeer did not, 
however* at onse obtain a high position in 
music. His first opera, Jeptba’s Daughter, 
was represented at Munich in 1812, with but 
indifferent success, but the numerous works 
he afterwards produced, and which extended 
over nearly the whole range of musical com- 
position, secured for him a wide reputation, 
and proved that his talents were of no common 
order. Of these productions the Orociato in 
Egitto, produced in Venice in 1825, may be 
said to have laid the foundation of his Euro- 
pean fame. In 1831 he produced his grand 
work, Robert the Devil, and henceforth Meyer- 
beer was recognised a3 a piaster. The Hugue- 
nots followed in 1838, and the Prophete in 
^t, both operas at once taking that com- 
manding position on the lyric stage which 
they bare ever since maintained. L’Etoile du 
Nord, a work in different style, but distin- 
guished by the Sams charm of genius, followed 
in 1854, and the Pardon de Ploermel, better 
known as Dinorah, still more recently. It 
has loDg been known that the deceased com- 
poser had finiehed another work, L’Africaine, 
and that his scrupulous and perhaps fastidi- 
ous anxiety to sacure for it a satisfactory in- 
terpretation, has alone kept it from the pub- 
lic. Its production may now, it is presumed, 
be looked for at no distant date. 



Evvict or Gm. Stbelbs Retreat — Rebel 
Raid os Dakdasillb. — From a private des- 
patch, received Thursday evening, the St. 
Louis Union learns that on the 19tb instant 
Joe Shelby’s cavalry surprised Dardanelle, 
on the Arkansas river, and massacred the cit- 
izens and troops located there. They perpe- 
trated the most inhuman barbarities. A large 
number of the people jumped into the river 
and were shot in the stream, while attempt- 
ing to swim to the opposite shore. Dar- 
danelle is at the head of low water 
navigation, about eighty miles above Little 
Rock, and baa been made a commissary de- 
pot, but latterly, owing to the high water in 
the Arkansas rivert giving facilities for trans- 
portation to Fort Smith, there was fortunately 
bat a small supply of commissary stores at 
Dardanelle. 

The raiders also captured at that point the 
steamer Chippewa, loaded with commissary 
stores. It is feared, also, that Dr. Law, well 
known in St. Louis and in Illinois, was amnng 
the victims, as it is known that he was stop- 
ping at Dardanelle at the time of the rebel 
inenrsion. 

Terrible Accident. — The Ashland (Ohio) 
Times of last Thursday, says that a terrible 
-cident happened on Tuesday of last week, 
at the saw mill of J. M. Rowe, seven miles 
east of that place, resulting in the death of 
a young man named Dickson Marshall, when 
engaged in carrying lumber from the mill 
through the large belt used to drive the saw. 
While in the act of stepping over the lower 
half of the belt, bis attention was attracted by 
the violence of the man assisting him, when 
be lost his balance, fell upon the belt, and 
with lightning speed was hurled over the 
main pulley, up to the roof of the building 
killing him instantly. His head was dread- 
fully mangled and scarcely a whole bone was 
left in bis body. His parents reside but a 
short distance from the mill. The age of the 
deceased was 17 years. 

"Costbabako News.” — At a late hour last 
night, says the Wheeling Register, welearned, 
that, when the train on the Baltimore and 

Ohio Railroad left station, a man told 

a passenger that he had heard it rumored 
that a man who had just arrived from a bor- 
der county had seen a friend, who told him 
that he saw two men who had been out on a 
scout, and while running round they saw 
wbattbey took to be a bushwhacker. Lest 
we should “mislead the military authorities 
or alarm the loyal portion of the community,” 
we will say no more at present. 



Jgf It. J. Mackintosh, the son and biogra- 
pher of Sir James, the distinguished states- 
man, historian, and philosopher, died in Lon- 
don on the 25th ult. He was married to a daugh- 
ter of the Hon. Nathan Appleton, of Boston. 

_His life ot bis father, including the private jour- 
i and correspondence of Sir James, was, 
ne$t to Moore’s Life of Byron and Lockhart's 
Life of Scott, the moi! interesting and valua- 
ble literary biography of the century. Mr. 
Mackintosh was in the public service of his 
country, and for a considerable period held an 
office in one of tbe West India Islands. 



ISTMr. McDonald, the owner of “Flora 
Temple” once the fastest horse in the country, 
does not intend to trot that animal any more, 
withdrawing her from the turf for breeding 
purposes. Mr. McDonald proposing to get a 
colt by bis bay stallion “Burlington”— an 
eight year old, dam a full blooded mare by 
4, Patchen." “Builingtou” is a splendid ani- 
mal, and made 2:36 when only 4 years old, 
since which time be has not beea trotted. Mr. 
McDonald thinks he will then have the finest 
colt in the country. 

Death oe Rev. W. M. Reed. — The Nash- 
ville Gazette learns that information has been 
received of the death of Col. W. M. Reed, of 
that city. He died at Jackson, Tenn., a few 
-days after the battle at Fort Pillow, from the 
effects of a wound received in that engage 
ment. Mr. Reed was the pastor of the First 
Cumberland Presbyterian Church of Nash- 
ville, to tbe members of which, and in fact to 
the entire community, he had greatly endear- 
ed himself by exemplary piety and amiable 
•disposition. 

Fatal Accident.— W e learn that Mr. Wm 
Briggtr, a respectable German citizen of 
Robinson township, who lived three miles 
southwest of Blairsville, in Posey county, 
Indieua, came to his death last Friday by the 
kick of one of his horses. He had gone into 
the stable to feed the horses, and as he stooped 
down to put up a pole between ttero, that had 
fallen down, be was kicked on the neck by 
one of them. He died in about four hours 
afterwards. His neck was disjointed. 

An Irish grievance petition, to which 400,- 
COO signatures are appended, has been pre- 
sented to the House of Commons by the Lord 
Major of Dublin, at the bar of the House. 
Tbe petition sets forth that the Irish masu- 
facturing industry suffers by partial legisla- 
tion; that 3 000, 0C0 of the people have left 
“the old sod ’ in the last twenty years, and 
that the chief cause of the latter calamity is 
the unsettled state of the relations betwein 
landlord and tenant 

The Supreme Court of Vermont has de 
dared the soldiers’ voting hill of that Slate 
unconstitutional, so far as it relates to the 

election of State officers. 



Daysyille, Ky., May 17,1864. 

To the Editors of the Louisville Journal: 

I read in your paper a rew days ago the 
speech of Col. Jacob at Lexington, which in 
my estimation has the ring of the true metal 
in'it. It is a scathing rebuke of the Admin- 
istration for its violation of the Constitution, 
Its insane action on the subject of slavery, its 
utter disregard of State rights aud State laws, 
and its usurpation of all the powers of the 
government. I also read the day before, Mr. 
HardiDg’s resolutions and his speech, and 
also the action of the House upon them ; aud 
in their refusal to accept them, a recognition 
of the right of secession, aud that the seceded 
States are out of tbe Union. 

All of these things show the animus of the 
party, and the motives by which they are ac- 
tuated. They want no Union of the Consti- 
tution*. They want no Union of equal rights 
aud privileges, dispensing justice to all, fa- 
vors to none. Henceforth the war, on the part 
cf the Republicans, is not for the Union, but 
for tbe abolition of slavery, and the destruc- 
tion of State rights, and of Slates themselves. 
They would not have the Union of the fa- 
thers if they could get it. That it was au 
“agreement with death and a covenant 
with hell,” and deserves to 'be utterly de- 
stroyed. What they want is a Uuiou in 
which they shall be chief rulers, a cen- 
tralized despotism ; decrees issued by des- 
pots and executed by negro janizaries. — 
The “poor white trash” to be kept under 
by negro bayonets, and made to toil day 
and night to support a pampered aristo- 
cracy, owning all the stocks of the Govern- 
ment, and to be paid by the sweat and blood 
of tbe whiteman. High tariffs for New Eng- 
land manufacturers, and an increase in all 
the necessaries of life, that they may be bet- 
ter enabled to grind the faces of the poor. In 
the South they want the white race extermi- 
nated, and a mongrel race of negroes and Yan- 
kees to possess their lands and cultirate 
them. In a word, universal destruction to 
every slave interestand to slave holders them- 
selves, is the programme of this administra- 
tion. If a man opens his mouth against 
them, he is a coppethead, a traitor to his 
country, accursed of God and man. Why, 
sirs, this party in Kentucky think that such 
men as Mallory, and Harding, and Wads- 
worth, ought to be hung. They maintain 
that they are the unconditional Union men 
of the country, when the truth is they are the 
conditional Union men par excellence. They 
tolerate no Union with slave holders, their 
Union is abolition, their country is the white 
man degraded and the negro elevated above 
him. They use the negro iD violation of law 
snd civilized warfare to cut his master’s 
throat, nnd to subjugate tho South. “It is 
indispensable to preserve the nation,” aud 
hence is lawful, though the Constitution for- 
bids. "You may cut off a limb to save life,” 
but who ever heard of the head being severed 
to preserve the body. The Constitution is 
the life, the soul, the body of this people, aud 
if under any plea you destroy that, you sure- 
ly destroy the nation. Oaths to keep it 
“registered in heaven” ought to be observed, 
or the vengeance of heaven may fall upon the 
violator. Mr. Lincoln says the “nation can- 
not be saved without taking strong hold of 
the negro element.” Ah, Mr. Editor ! he is 
not the first ruler that made a reason aud a 
necessity, and then acted upon it. He was 
elected to free the negroes, and the first day 
of tbe war would have seen tbe same cause as 
now if there had been policy or prudence in 
it. He knew that such a course would drive 
off every border State, and hence he has pur- 
sued a cautious policy oil tli^t subject. 

First, “he had no right and no inclination 
to interfere with it,” aud quoted the platform 
of the party to sustain him ; next, through Mr. 
Seward, he told the world that “the status of 
tbe negro would remain the same, whether the 
i bi llion succeeded or no.” Then he rebuked 
Cameron and Fremont and Hunter, and even 
the Reverend cletgy of Chicago fared no bet- 
ter - ; though when the latler were before him 
his proclamation of emancipation was already 
written, and only waited for the “indispensa- 
ble necessity” to arise to issue it. When the 
glorious victory of Antietam was wou, aud 
the whole couutry wtts rejoicing at the defeat 
of the rebel hosts, the "indispensable neces- 
sity” arrived, and the proclamation came 
forth. What was its effect? To divide the 
North and unite the South, to make Union 
impossible aud Southern independence cer- 
tain. It produced a want of confidence in 
the President that can never be regained, aud 
was of incalculable loss to the Union in all 
he border States. “If there is anything wrong 
slavery is wrong.” I will tell you something 
that is worse, it is this : For the ruler of a 
great people to deceive them, to violate his 
oath of office, to disregard his pledges, and 
utterly ignore the fundamental laws of the 
land which he is sworn to preserve ; and to 
take the. property and substance of the peo- 
ple without just compensation. In tdki-ncc 
to negro soldiers 1 have this to say'Tf our 
country has got down so low in the scale of 
existence that nothing but the negro can save 
it, it is gone, past the hope of redemption. 
Those who argue that slavery is dead, argue 
against reason and evideuce, and against the 
Union. You cannot save the Union without 
the Constitution, and that saves slavery. No 
Constitution, i o Union. Abolish tho Consti 
tution and you abolish the Union. Abolish 
the negro and you destroy slavery. The party 
iu power hope to do so by amalgamation. 
They reason in this way : If they can make 
the white man match with negroes, fight 
with negroes, eat and sleep with negroes, tney 
will soon break down all prejudices of race 
and color, and that amalgamation will be 
the certain result. Aud they reason correctly. 
If they do not believe this, why the address 
of tbe most aristocratic i antes of New York 
to the negro regiment that paraded through 
that city, calling updn them to remember their 
while sisters as they fight the battles of the 
Union ? But I am running away from my 
subject. 

The whole neg o policy of the President 
is an outrage upon every man, woman, aud 
Child in the United States; au outrage upon 
civilization and a violation of all the consti- 
lional rights of the Border States, and, at 
this conjuncture, is of incalculable evil to 
the Union cause acd the Union aroties. Look 
at it. There are Tennessee and Kentucky 
and Missouri, three of the largest aud most 
fertile Slates iu the Union, almost entirely 
u the possession of the Federals. Suppose, 
now, that all the able-bodied.negroes in he 
service of the Government from these Stat s 
had been compelled to stay at home and raise 
bread and meat for the Goveremeit and their 
owners. These three States would have pro- 
duced corn and wheat enough to have sup- 
plied their armies. Forage would have been 
abundant. Tbe people would have been con- 
tented and happy. Guerilla raids would 
have been less irequent; for the people see- 
ing the care of the Government for them, 
and protection extended to their perso s and 
property, would have opposed these raids and 
have shown themselves the very best guar- 
dians of the country. But how is it now! 
Ni groes all gone, or demoralized, farms de- 
stroyed and laid waste, stock all pressed 
into the service of the Government, they are 
discouraged and utterly indifferent to its 
success, and, in many instances, are deadly 
hostile to it. I slate what I believe to be 
the ti utli as to this part of Kentucky; that 
if the policy of Gen. Buell had been followed 
there would have scarcely been found a rebel 
in active opposition to the Government In all 
this region; and that there would have been 
thousands of active and enthusiastic friends 
and well-wishers for its success in the place 
of the hundreds of lukewarm and disheart- 
ened. Kentucky has ever been regarded as 
a loyal h late, and sixty thousand ot her sons 
are now, or soon will be, bearing their breasts 
to the leaden ba 1 of death to preserve the 
Government and Constitution of their fathers. 
At the very time they are doing this the Ad- 
ministration is stealing their property, forc- 
ing, it into the service of the United States 
without compensation, and ruining the ag- 
ricultural interests of the State. It might be 
better tolerated if only the able-bodied were 
taken for the army, but old meu, women, and 
children are permitted and encouraged to 
come into their lines and be protected and fed 
at the public expense. Aud if their owners 
pursue them, attempt to secure property that 
they have stolen and carried away with them, 
they are liable to insult and abuse at the 
hands of their own negroes. And all this is 
petmiited by a Government that is calling 
constantly for more men and money to crush 
a rebellion against the Constitution! If we 
complain of this state of things we have 
“nigger on the brain,” are Copperheads, 
tiaitois to the cause of the Union, and desert 
ing of the severest punishment. I had rather 
be an honest Copperhead, standing upon the 
Constitution of my fathers, upholding the 
government made by them for white men and 
their descendants, than to be a President of 
the United States with violated oaths and 
pledges hanging over my head and the wails 
of widows and orphans ringing in my ears 
and charging me with the death of husbauds 
and fa hers; and all to free an ignorant and 
digraded race of beings incapable of self con- 
trol, and whose only reiuge from destruction 
is in the maintenance of their present condi- 
iton. But what are we to do? Take up 
aims against the Government and fight for 
our rights?' That would be to ape the folly 
of the rebels and wou d only make matters 
i worse. What then? We must unite with 



the Conservatives and Democrats of the 
North, and, at Chicago, nominate a mai for 
the Presidency who is for the “Union as it 
was and the Constitution as it is,” and by 
his election hurl the present party from 
power. This must be done or our country 
is gone. The last hope of the republic and 
freedom on this continent is in the next elec- 
tion, and if that fails, a night of woe, of 
gloom, BDd anguish, such as the world never 
saw. will hurry the approach of Liberty’s 
death.

UNION L2M0CIUTIC! MEETING IN PENDLE- 
TON COUNTY. 

Falmouth, Mar 16, J864. 

At a meeting of the citizens of Peauletoa 
county, called to select del-gates to a Union 
Conservative State Conveniion, which is to 
meet at Louisville, Ky., on the 25r.ii inst.. f’o: 
tbe two-fold purpose of forming, first, a State 
ticket of electors of President and Vice-Pres- 
ident, who are to be elected at the next Presi- 
dential election, held on the Tuesday next 
after the first Mondav in November next; and, 
secondly, for tbe purpose of selecting dele- 
gates to the National Union Conservative 
Convention, which meets at Chicago on the 
1th day ot Ju’y nex‘, on motion, the Hon. 
William A. Brenn was elected Chairman and 
Mr. Jas. T. A Delegate Secretary of the meet- 
ing. S. Thomas Hauser, Esq , explained in 
a short address the objec 8 Of tho meeting and 
introduced the following resolutions, which 
wire unanimously adopted, to-wit: 

Resolved, That, whereas, men, iu their opin- 
ions, views, and feelings may change, but the 
fixed principles of a free government, right, 
reason, justice, and truth, are as unchangeable 
as the eternal hills; we therefore readopt, re- 
approve, and confirm the principles and truths 
enunciated by a Union meeting of the Union 
citizens of this county two short years 
ago, on the 5th of M ay, 1862, at this place, 
and npon which principleaahe county officers 
and representative were triumphantly elected, 
and which principles on.ltered still contain 
our confession of political faith then adopted 
with emphasis the third, seventh and eighth 
resolutions, to-wit: 

"Resolved, That we hereby declare to the 
world that we support the Constitution of tho 
United States and the Constitution pf Ken- 
tucky without any evasioa whatever; and 
that we will aid in the enforcement of both 
Federal std State laws passei^pursuant to and 
in accordance with said Constitutions, while 
they remain in force, by all the physicaL ma- 
terial and moral efforts, agencies, and means, 
in order to restore and preserve our glorious 
UnioD, under tbe banner of which we have 
grown from helpless infancy to vigorous man- 
hood, and under which we are now receiving 
protection from anarchy and violence. 

"Evolved , That we regard secessionists and ab- 
olitionists and their various shades of sympa- 
thizers, under whatever nameor pretence they 
may act, as being engaged in a false, wicked, 
and treacherous effort to destroy the freest 
government now in existence, and that the 
cause oi patriotism and philanthropy through- 
out tbe world requires the most determined 
and vigilant efforts at our hands to cru3h the 
disorganized secession and disunion monster, 
whether it appears unmasked in all its hideous 
deformity or in the disguise of the angel of 
light. 

‘ Resolved , That the Union party in Kentucky 
hss never been in favor and is not now in favor 
of the coercion and subjugation of the Southern 
States that recklessly seceded from the Union, 
in a time of general peace and prosperity, and 
before they were deprived of a single cansti- 
tational or other right, and by their acts en- 
deavored to tear down and destroy the gov- 
ernment, that had cherished and made them 
gieat and prosperous, and thereby brought a 1 
our national calamities upon us, any farther 
than is necessary to enforce and establ sh tho 
suptt mtcy of the constitution and laws of the 
Federal and State governments, and to secure 
to ourselves and to our posterity the benefi's 
of good order, stable government, and consti- 
tutional liberty. 

“ Resolved , That we regard the rebel govern- 
ment as being the offspring of pride aad 
wealth, and the lust for power; and that the 
origin of its ct net prion was not ia violated 
rights or a down-trodden constitution, but in 
the less of national political power on the 
one band, and a determination on the other, 
witl out regard to right, constitu iduil obliga- 
tion, or the peace and prosperity of the coun- 
try, to secure the possession of it by usurpa- 
tion, robbery, and violence. 

"Resolved, That tho priniiples upon which 
the label government ia based, are at war 
yv ith, and destructive of all settled and per- 
manent governmeut and true democratic iib- 
eity, and should, therefore, be discouute-. 
nanced and opposed by all friends ofgood gov- 
eri mentand national democracy. 

"Resolved, That it is oar opinion that no two 
independent governments can exist ia peace 
on this continent, one of which comminds 
the sources and tributaries of the Mississippi, 
and the other the mouth of that great channel 
cf trade and commerce between the South- 
western, the Western, and Northwestern 
Statts; that one or the other of such govern- 
ment must obtain the complete mastery be- 
fore pence can be es:aoli»hed upon a sure ba- 
sis; and that no government can have a better 
right to this exclusive jurisdiction and control 
than tba - , which purchased and paid for the 
territory, and has cherished its trade and com- 
meicr, with paternal ctre and a large expendi- 
ture of treasure, up to the commencement of 
this unnatural rebellion. 

“ Resolved , Thet we are opposed to all ex- 
t re mists or,d fanatical disorganizes, whether 
they hail from the North or the South, and 
that we ate in favor of p strict but enlarged 
and comervative construction of tbe Federal 
OorBtiiution 60 as to protect, develop, aud 
cherish the rights and substantial interests of 
all sections of our common country without 
regetd to local institutions or sections, and we 
are especially opposeti to ait legislation by 
Confrere in regard to the institution of 
slavery. 

"Resolved, That there are now but two par- 
ties in Kentucky, one ot which is loyal to the 
Federal Constitution and the Union, and to 
tbe constitution of Kentucky, and has no 
cormetien or sympathy with abolition sec- 
tionalism, or secession in any of their phases, 
while tbe other, by whatever name it may bo 
called or known, i3-throwing all its sympa- 
thies and iifluencein the scale of disorgani- 
%jtion or rebellion, and always has been in 
dirt ct opposition to the Union party, and for 
no othtr lesson tut because it is a Union 
p- rtv. 

‘ Resolved. That we cnnotsaffieiently extol 
tbe patriotism and self denial of the thousands 
of cur citizens who have rushed to the stan- 
dard of their State and common country, 
when the reckless invaders and usurpers, aid- 
ed by treacherous conspirators ia our mils', 
placed their unhallowed feet upon the soil of 
Ken urky aDd endeavored to coerce and sub- 
jugate her to submission to the presumptuous 
hi bests of the rebel government, nor can we 
sofficieutly express our abhorrence of the con- 
duct of secession leaders and others ia our 
midst, who not only refused to enlist or to en- 
courage enlistments in the army, to expel the 
invaders from our borders, but who endeav- 
ored to bliDd and mislead the people and sym- 
pathized with the invaders, and both openly 
and tec.retly aided and abetted their efforts to 
visit the State with fire and sword, and to 
bring upon ns, without just cause, all the 
horre-rs acd desolation of civil war. 

1 Resolved, That,eatablishir g onreolves upon 
tl e propositions embraced by me foregoing rea-

Hbadqoabtkrs Akmt op thh Potomac 1 

May 20, 8 A. M. ' j 
My despatch of ten o’clock yesterday even- 
ing informed you of the attack made list 
evening upon tbe tight wing of our line and 
the handsome manner in which tho rehels 
were driven back. It was made by Ewell’s 
whole corps. The enemy left the vicinity of 
Spctt 83 lvunia O. H about one o’clock yester- 
day evening and made a detour by Wiri, 
crossed the Po river, and about firs o'clock 
struck the Fretiblicksburg road uear our rigat 
flank, breaking out within three quarters of 
» mile of the headquarter^ of Genera s Meals 
snd Grant. The only troops we had on the 
ground at the time were & couple of regi- 
ments of Tyler’s division of heavy artillery, 
which wete never before under fire. 

Tyler hsd brought up tbe remainder of his 
fcrce and met the rebel attack, driving the 
CDemy back into the woods. Here the rebels 
had formtd a line of battle. Tyler felt rather 
apprehensive at the work before him, consid- 
erirg tbe rawness of his troops, but when once 
tHirly under fire they showed the utmost 
bravery. Their loss wa3 quite heavy; more 
severe than reported by mein my despatch of 
last night, and will probably reach 1,000 killed 
•id wounded. 

The rebels gave way in confusion, scatter- 
ing through the wnods. The honor of the 
refulse of the rebels rests exclusively with 
Tyler's heavy artillery division, though Bir- 
Dey's division, second corps, and Crawford’s 
division, 5th corps, were aiterwards sent to 
his support and formed iu line, enabling Ty- 
ler to withdraw, after driving them several 
miles snd clearing the valley. 

Tbe contusion of the rebels appears to have 
been very great, a majority or Rhodes's di- 
vision scattering in the woods. Three hun- 
dred and fifty of them were picked np in the 
woods during the night, arid have jast been 
brought in to headquarters. This division of 
our troops feel immensely tickled at their suc- 
cess. Although their toes has been heavy, 
tkey feel that diminution of numbers is fully 
nude up by increase of morale 
The Tribune’s special, dated Headquarters, 
May 19, 9 P. M„ states that commuaicatious 
’ are open as usual to-night aad supplies still 
louring in for us. 

Guinea station was captured last eve- 
ning by Talbott’s cavalry and i9 now in our 
possession. From this point the rebels have 
been briefing supplies. 

Later — It ia now believed the enemy bring 
supplies ccrcss from ths Virginia Central 
Railroad, distant 20 miles. 

Niw Yobk, May 21. 

The Herald has the following, dated Friday, 
May 20, 7 A. M.: The tosses in £he fight last 
eveDiDg are estimated at between 600 and 700, 
and confined mainly to a few regiments. The 
libel loss is unknown. In killed and wounded 
it must have been heavy in proportion ta the 
number engaged. 

Their disabled lay quite thick in front of 
some parts of our line. Squads of prisoners 
were coming in till miduigbt. This morning 
at day ight two hundred more passed in front 
of my tent. From 500 to 600 have already 
been brought in. 

There was bo firing of consequence during 
tbe night, and none at all this morning. The 
rebels withdrew from their position in our 
rear undercover of the night. Our old flank 
movement to the left was resumed this morn- 
ing, end no battle was expected before to- 
morrow or next day. 

Lse is hi lieved to be nneasy in his in- 
trenched position around Spottsylvauio, and 
may be taking up one further southeast 
at the present movement.

To the Editors of the Louisville Journal: 

When the “Great Commoner,” Henry Olav, 
asserted wbatisnow, as was -hen the truth, 

‘ Thatabomuinis's recogsized no law but their 
cwu funatical ideas, and if ever they acquired 
toe control of tbe government all rignts of 
property and ail personal liberty would ba 
lest,” he scarcely could have thought that 
iu little more than ttn years from that time 
there would be a class of men in his own 
“Garden of Kentucky” — in his own “Court 
District ’ — of that same school of destructives. 
However this may have been, wo have 
fallen npon evil times, and it is true 
that they exist, though few in numbers, 
and, in common parlance, are “growing beau- 
tifully lets every day.” On yesterday morn- 
irg ihe citizens of this town might havo been 
seen staedirg at the corners of ths streets 
reading notices, saying that “a meeting was 
to be held to send delegates to Loaisville to 
select delegates to Baltimore. 1” The notices 
were in &tj te, and seemed to say that the rad- 
icals were about to enter tbe lists as boldly as 
Ivanboe did to do battle for the Jewish maid- 
en. 

The time for the meeting tame, aad as it 
had betn announced that Capt. McKee, former- 
ly ot the 14 h Kentucky cavalry, and who has 
lor a long lime been ltd ou “crawling peas” 
in Libby prison, would relate some ot his ex- 
perience in robe loom, the house wa3 crowded 
to iis utmost capacity. Home fancied this was 
a token oi fair prospects for the radicals — the 
sequel wiil shew. Capt. McKee, who by the 
way is a very clever gentleman, and much 
thought ot by the citizens cf this county, 
mane a speech of perhaps au hour’s dura- 
tion, which was listened to by ail with 
rnaiked attention. He pictured tbe horrors 
ot rebel prison life equal to those of the 
old * Sugar-Ship,” of New York harbor fama, 
during our Revolutionary struggle with the 
mother country, and, in all probability, it was 
rot overwrought. When he closed, it was 
announced that “the meeting would continues 
in order to appoint delegates to Louisville to 
the Union (?) Conven ioD !" The doors could 
hardly sustaiu the inside pressure. Thinking 
they bad been misunderstood, the announce- 
ment was again mace; but still the crowd 
pouted cut, until at last just thirty pererns 
were !tft, counting the boys, of wmch there 
was a due pioportion. Of these thirty, it 
is fair to presume, from the street taik 
afterwards, that fully two-thirds staid 
for curiosity simply. This left ten men 
BLd boys to send delegates to the aboli- 
'tion Louisville convention. Wnen this was 
perceived by tbe deliberators, like Catiline 
und bis confederates when discovered, their 
“paleness bespoketheir guilt;” and yet they 
proceeded to nominate delegates, tbe greater 
pre portion of which had just left the house!

The Conskrvativb Meeting in Scott— Ex- 
Govsrxor Roiiinsox's Speech. — We publiah 
in our pager to-day the proceedings of a cuu- 
tervative Union meeting at Georgetown on 
Monday last, by which delegates were ap- 
pointed te tbe convention to be held in Lou- 
isville on Wednesday next, for the purpose 
of forming an electoral ticket and taking the 
necessary steps to secure a representation of 
Kentucky in tbe convention to be held at 
Chicago on the 4th of July. 

It was our good fortune to be present at 
this meeting, which was one of the largest 
and mest respectable assemblages of the peo- 
ple we have ever witnessed. The spacious 
Court-house was filled, and the finest spirit 
perverted the assembled crowd. 

The meeting was called ten order by Ex- 
Govt rnor James F. Robinson, its organiza- 
tion perfected, and a committee, of which that 
distinguished gentleman was chairman, ap- 
pointed to prepare resolutions embodying 
the sentiments cf the conservative Union men 
oftbccounty. The resolutions take ground 
alike Bgninst secession and abolition, aud 
were adopted without a dissenting voice. 

After the regulaj business of the meeting 
bad been concluded, the peonle were address- 
ed by Richard H. HansoD, Esq., Lieutenant- 
Governor Jacob, Ex-Governor Robinson, and 
Jehu B. Huston, Esq.; aud for more than 
three hours the large audit nee was held in 
close attention to the words of wisdom, sober- 
ness, and truth which fell from them. The 
speecher, of all ot them were in the fullest 
oeDse able and eloquent, and wero received 
with matked evidences of approbation by the 
intelligent and patriotic yeomanry of Scott. 

This w as the first occasion, since his retire- 
ment ftom the gubernatorial chair, that Gov. 
Robinson bad appeared before his fellow-citi- 
zens lor the prrposo of making a political 
spefcb. He felt, however, now that the re- 
bellion seemed to be approaching its end, 
that it was the more incumbent upon tha 
people, than at any time heretofore during 
its prepress, to arouse themselves to the high 
and solemn duties of the crisis, nnd to arrest 
the usurpations of power, which, under the 
guise of Unionism, were rapidly tending to 
the destruction of the political fabric as form- 
ed by our fathers, acd to assert their 
power at the ballot-box to overthrow tbe 
deetruciivis who are waging, openly aud 
avowedly, a wer not alone for the preserva- 
tion ot the Union and the maintenance of the 
constitution, but for the abolition ot slavery. 
M bile he was now, as he ever had been, op- 
posed to tbe rebellion, and in favor of meeting 
it and ciuahing it with the whole power of 
the government — a rebellion instituted with- 
out just cbusp, and which has enabled the 
fanatics of the nation to perpetrate atl the 
outrages upon the constitution, its sacred 
guarantees, and the rights of the people under 
it — he wss for meeting the abolitionists at the 
ballot-box, burling them from the high places 
they occupied, and thereby depriving them of 
tbe power to do further injury to the great 
and tucdamental principles upon which our 
government was based by the wisdom and 
patriotism of oar ancestors. To that end tbe 
movement by which tbe conservative power 
ot the nation was to be united in the approach- 
ing Presidential contest met big hearty ap- 
; total, and he had confidence that, when fully 
embodied, it would be all sufficient to drive 
trom power those who had shown so little ca- 
pacity or inclination to wieid it wisely. The 
Governor p‘ id a noble and eloquent tribute to 
the brav* . gallant, and true-hearted McClel- 
lan, who - ■ * s proved himself alike a statesman, 
a patriot and a soldier, for which qualities he 
hsd fall* a under the ban of fanaticism, and 
fully corcurred in the resolution presenting 
his name ta tbe National Conventiou to assem- 
ble at Chicago ss the most suitable man for 
tie Presidency of the United States at this 
cutis in the Nation’s history. For the ex- 
pretsion of these sentiments he had no doubt 
he would be ebatged by tbe miuions of power 
— men who bend the pregnant hinges of the 
knee that thrift may follow fawning” — with 
being a “copperbeau” and “traitor.” But the 
man who would thus attempt to imneach bis 
loyaity would “publish himself a liar,” and 
would be so branded by all who knew him. 

As to the resolution designating his name 
for the second office in the gift of the Ameri- 
can people, it was not only without his con- 
sent but altogether in opposition to his wishes 
Tbe committee refused to listen to his u r gent 
entreaties, and he appsultd to the meeting 
to strike it out. It was prompted simply by. 
tie kindness and partiality of his friends and 
neighbors — tbe more valued by him by reason 
of thet fac' — bnt it was calculated to place 
him in a position before his countrymen which 
he neither expected nor desired. ( The meet- 
ing, however, declined to accede to Gov. Rob- 
intin’s request, aud adopted the resolutions 
as an entirety without a dissenting voice ) 

Governor Robinson closed a brief but most 
eflt ctive speech by urging tbe people to stand 
firmly by the Union with the Constitution, 
one and inseparable; that the Government 
created by them was their Government, not 
Atoabam Lincoln’s nor the party's which 
el cied biro; that duty to themselves, to pos- 
teiitv , and to those who had bequeathed it to 
them as an inheritance of blood, required that 
they should preserve, protect, and defend it 
against all, whether trom the South or North, 
wlo sought i's efestruction.

The day before their departure, 
not far from John McMaken's, in (the midale 
of tbe day, on a puolie road, tbe agent of 
Wbeeler K Wilson’s sewing machine was 
sropjed be t tree met>, having on UmtedStates 
great coats, bis two horees taken, andoce hun- 
dred end twenty dollars abstracted from 
him. Un tbeeame night two stores, soms tour 
miles Distant from ths locality of tha last 
i amed robbery, were visited by probibly tha 
same gang, atiu money and goods forcibly 
taken from the proprietors. The citizens of 
Taylorsville, ailer tbe last outrage, organ zed 
themselves, under tho direction of Proros, 
Matshal Utho Miller, into an armed fores for 
the ptoUction of the town and connty.

At midnight the gourde at the creek bridge 
beard the approach of horses, and siarted for 
ite court-bcuee, distant 500 yards, 'out they 
were outstripped by the band of guerillas 
wbc-te e.dvent they had heralded. Un arriv- 
itg at tbe gua’d-bouse tboy ceptured John 
Le mon and re lieved him of his arms and valu- 
ables. They subsequently restored the latter. 
They ora party of tnem then proceeded to the 
Provost Marshal’s quarters. Roused by loud 
talking, which he took to be an altercation 
bttwetn some boys and citizens, the Provost 
Mi rsbal, in hie night dress, went to the door, 
are), on opening it, met the muzzles of 
th *e muskets. He states that he was 
keecked down, and, while down, the butt 
of a gun stiuck heavily cn his breast. 
Hie contusions are severe and apparent. His 
aicailants having been called off (from some 
cause not known to him) he escaped from 
their clu'ches, but on their return his premi- 
etswtrc robbed of bis clothing, money, aud 
papers — seme private and others official 
Shoitly after his ercape, tome citizen eaua id 
tbe toc6in to be founded. This roused the 
ptople, who wrre fired at as th<y issued Ram 
their btuees. D. M. Blanton, Esq , snapped 
h:s pistol at a gang. He was robbod of cloth- 
ing and $70. Une or two other robberies 
were committed. The money wa3 returned 
to all except in Miller'e and Blanton’s case. 
Aims were sought for, and taken or 
destroyed. The Provost Marshal has 
lift, and fays he will act no further, 
having long tince sent in his resignation, 
a d now, being aseured if again caught by 
them (tbe gueitilas) hi3 life shall pay the for- 
feit. The aims being destroyed, or taken 
away, tbe military organization at Taylors- 
ville has ceased to exist. Doct. Miller, while 
setirgas Provost Marshal, is not known to 
fcave Eecured the ill will of any ef our citizens. 
Tfe'main facts of the Taylorsville affray are 
derived Ircm him; the number of the assail- 
ants wss not ascertained; they wero well 
mounted and heavily armed. 

Captain Miller, of the schooner Ajmeer at 
New Yofk from Gonaives, confirms the pre- 
vious report of the burning of Gonaives on 
the 7ih of April. One hundred and sixty 
•bouses and stores were destroyed and five 
lives lost. The amount of loss is estimated

jBjT'Meyerbeer, the eminent composer, who 
Wok born in Berlin cn September 5, 1794, died 
at Paris on the 3d inst. As a child he was 
extremely precocious, and his masical talent 
came to him so early, that, when only seven 
years old, he was celebrated, and at nine a 
Gewnan critic spoke of him as one of tho boat 
pianists of Berlin. Hit fathep, James Beer, a 
Jewish bahker, waa very wealthy, and Giaco- 
mo Meyerbeer, as the composer afterwards 
sailed himself, Italianizing his name, only 
appeared occasionally, principally at amateur 
eoncerts, and had plenty of opportunities af- 
forded him for stnay. With what result 
he availed himself of them is known 
throughout the world. Meyerbeer did not, 
however* at onse obtain a high position in 
music. His first opera, Jeptba’s Daughter, 
was represented at Munich in 1811, with but 
indifferent success, bnt the nnmerous works 
he afterwards produced, and which extended 
over nearly the whole range of musical com- 
position, secured for him a wide reputation, 
and proved that his talents were of no common 
order. Of these productions the Orociato in 
Egitto, produced in Venice in 1825, may be 
taid to have laid the foundation of his Euro- 
pean fame. In 1831 he produced his grand 
work, Robert the Devil, and henceforth Meyer- 
beer was recognised a3 a piaster. The Hugue- 
nots followed in 183fl, and the Prophete in 
both operas at once taking that com- 
manding position on the lyric stage which 
they have ever since maintained. L’Etoiledu 
Nord, a work in different styla, but distin- 
guished by the same charm of genius, followed 
in 1854, and the Pardon de Ploermel, better 
known as Dinorah, (till more recently. It 
has long been known that the deceased com- 
poser bad finiehed another work, L’Africaine, 
and that bis scrupulous and perhaps fastidi- 
ous anxiety to sacure for it a satisfactory in- 
terpretation, has alone kept it from the pub- 
lic. Its production may now, it is presumed, 
be looked for at no distant date. 

Effkct or Gin. Stselu's Rstuhat — Rebel 
Raid on Dakdakellb. — From a private des- 
patch, received Thursday evening, the St. 
Louis Union learns that on the 19th instant 
Joe Shelby’s cavalry surprised Dirdanelle, 
on the Arkansas river, and massacred the cit- 
izens and troops located there. They perpe- 
trated the most inhuman barbarities. A large 
number of the people jumped into the river 
and were shot in the stream, while attempt- 
ing to swim to the opposite shore. Dar- 
. danelle is at the head of low water 
navigation, about eighty miles above Little 
Rock, and bag been made a commissary de- 
pot, but latterly, owing to the high water in 
the Arkansas rival? giving facilities for trans- 
portation to Fort Smith, there was fortunately 
bnt a small supply of commissary stores at 
Dardanelle. 

The raiders also captured at that point the 
steamer Chippewa, loaded with commissary 
stores. It is feared, also, that Dr. Law, well 
known in St. Louis and in Illinois, was among 
the victims, as it is known that he wa3 stop- 
ping at Dardanelle at the time of the rebel 
incursion. 

Teuhiblb Accidbnt. — The Ashland (Ohio) 
Times of last Thursday, says that a terrible 
cident happened on Tuesday of last week, 
at the saw mill of J. M. Rowe, seven miles 
east of that place, resulting in the death of 
a young man named Dickson Marshall, when 
engaged in carrying lumber from the mill 
through the large belt used to drive the saw. 
■While in the act of stepping over the lower 
half of the belt, bis attention was attracted by 
the violence of tbe man assisting him, when 
be lost his balance, fell upon the belt, and 
with lightning speed was hurled over the 
main pulley, up to the roof of the building 
killing hiui instantly. His head was dread- 
fully mangled and scarcely a whole bone was 
left in bis body. His parents reside but a 
short distance from the mill. The age of tbe 
deceased was 17 years. 

"Contraband News.” — At a late hour last 
night, says the Wheeling Register, welearned, 
that, when the train on the Baltimore and 

Ohio Railroad left station, a man told 

a passenger that he had heard it rumored 
that a man who had just arrived from a bor- 
der county had seen a friend, who told him 
that he saw two men who had been out on a 
scout, and while running round they saw 
what they took to be a bushwhacker. Lest 
we should “mislead the military authorities 
or alarm the loyal portion of the community,” 
we will say no more at present. 



S£t?*R. J. Mackintosh, the son and biogra- 
pher of Sir James, the distinguished states- 
man, historian, and philosopher, died in Lon- 
don on the 25ib ult. He was married to a daugh- 
ter of tbe Hon. Nathan Appleton, of Boston. 
His life of his father, including the private jour- 
i and correspondence of Sir James, was, 
next to Moore’s Life of Byron and Lockhart's 
Life of Scott, the most interesting and valua- 
ble literary biography of the century. Mr. 
Mackintosh was in the public service of his 
country, and for a considerable period held an 
office in one of tbe West India Islands. 



t&TMr. McDonald, the owner of "Flora 
Temple” once the fastest horse in the country, 
does not intend to trot that animal any more, 
withdrawing her from tho turf for breeding 
purposes. Mr. McDonald proposing to get a 
colt by bis bay stallion "Burlington” — an 
eight year old, dam a full blooded mare by 
“Patchen.” "Biuliugton” is a splendid ani- 
mal, and made 2:36 when only 4 years old, 
since which time he has not beea trotted. Mr. 
McDonald thinks he will then have the finest 
colt in the country. 

Dkath of Riv. W. M. Reed. — The Nash- 
ville Gazette learns that information has been 
received of the death of Col. W. M. Reed, of 
that city. He died at Jackson, Tenn., a few 
days after the battle at Fort Pillow, from the 
effects of a wound received in that engage- 
ment, Mr. Reed was the pastor of the First 
Cumberland Presbyterian Church of Nash- 
ville, to the members of which, and in fact to 
the entire community, he had greatly endear- 
ed himself by exemplary piety and amiable 
-disposition. 

Fatal A ccipent. — W e learn that Mr. Wm. 
Biigger, a respectable German citizen of 
Robinson townBbip, who lived three miles 
southwest of Blairsville, in Posey county, 
Indiana, came to his death last Friday by the 
kick of one of his horses. He had gone into 
the stable to feed the horses, and as he stooped 
down to put up a pole between them, that had 
fallen down, he was kicked on the neck by 
one of them. He died in about four hours 
afterwards. His neck was disjointed. 

An Irish grievance petition, to which 400,- 
■OOO signatures are apc.ended, has been pre- 
sented to the Hou9e of Commons by the Lord 
Mayor of Dublin, at the bar of the House. 
The petition sets forth that the Irish maau- 
facturing industry suffers by partial legisla- 
tion; that 3 000, OCO of the people have loft 
"the old sod ’ in the last twenty years, and 
that the chief cause of the latter calamity is 
the unsettled state of the relations between 
landlord and tenant. 

The Supreme Court of Vermont has de- 
clared the soldiers’ voting hill of that State 
unconstitutional, so far as it relates to the 

election of State officers. 



Daysville, Kr., May 17,1864. 

To the Editor t of the Louisville Journal: 

I read in your paper a rew days ago the 
speech of Col. Jacob at Lexington, which in 
my estimation has the ring of the true metal 
in "it. It is u scathing rebuke of the Admin- 
istration for its violation of the Constitution, 
Its insane action on the subject of slavery, Us 
utter disregard of State rights and State laws, 
and its usurpation of all the powers of the 
government. I also read the day before, Mr. 
Harding's resolutions and his speech, and 
also the action of the House upon them ; aud 
in their refusal to accept them, a recognition 
of the right of secession, aud that the seceded 
States are out of tbe Union. 

All of these things show the animus of the 
party, and the motives by which they are ac- 
tuated. They want no Union of the Consti- 
tution*. They want no Union of equal rights 
aud privileges, dispensing justice to all, fa- 
vors to none. Henceforth ttic war, on the part 
cf the Republicans, is not for the Union, but 
for the abolition of slavery, and the destruc- 
tion of State rights, aud of States themselves. 
They would not have the Union of the fa- 
thers if they could get it. That it was an 
"agreement with death and a covenant 
with hell,” and deserves to 'be utterly de- 
stroyed. What they want is a Union in 
which they shall be chief rulers, a cen- 
tralized despotism ; decrees issued by des- 
pots and executed by negro janizaries. — 
Tbe “poor white trash” to be kept under 
by negro bayonets, and made to toil day 
and night to support a pampered aristo- 
cracy, owning all the stocks of the Govern- 
ment, and to he paid by the sweat and blood 
of the white man. High tariffs for New Eng- 
land manufacturers, and an increase in all 
the necessaries of life, that they may be bet- 
ter enabled to grind the faces of the poor. In 
the South they want the white race extermi- 
nated, and a mongrel race of negroes and Yan- 
kees to possess their lands and cultivate 
them. In a word, universal destruction to 
every slave interestand to slave holders them- 
selves, is the programme of this administra- 
tion. If a man opens his mouth against 
them, he is a coppethead, a traitor to his 
country, accursed of God and man. Why, 
sirs, this party in Kentucky think that such 
men as Mallory, and HardiDg, and Wads- 
worth, ought to be hung. They maintain 
that they are the unconditional Union men 
of the country, when the truth is they are the 
conditional Union men par excellence. They 
tolerate no Union with slave holders, their 
Union is abolition, their country is the white 
man degraded and the negro elevated above 
him. They use the negro in violation of law 
snd civilized warfare to cut his master’s 
throat, and to subjugate the South. "It is 
iudispensable to preserve the nation,” and 
heBce is lawful, though the Constitution for- 
bids. "You may cut off a limb to save life,” 
but who ever heard of the head being severed 
to preserve the body. The Constitution is 
the life, the 6oul, the body of this people, and 
if under any plea you destroy that, you sure- 
ly destroy the nation. Oaths to keep it 
“registered in heaven” ought to be observed, 
or the vengeance of heaven may fall upon the 
violator. Mr. Lincoln says the "nation can- 
not be saved without taking strong hold of 
the negro clement.” Ah, Mr. Editor! he is 
not the first ruler that made a reason and a 
necessity, and then acted upon it. He was 
elected to free the negroes, and the first day 
of tbe war would have seen tbe same cause as 
now if there had been policy or prudence in 
it. He knew that such a course would drive 
off every border State, and hence lie has pur- 
sued a cautious policy oil tli^t subject. 

First, "he had no right and no inclination 
to interfere with it,” aud quoted tbs platform 
of the party to sustain him ; next, through Mr. 
Sen aid, he told the world that “the status of 
tbe negro would remain the same, whether the 
n bi llion succeeded or no.” Then he rebuked 
Cameron and Fremont and Hunter, and even 
the Reverend cletgy of Chicago fared no bet- 
ter'; though when the latter were before him 
his proclamation of emancipation was already 
written, and only waited for the "indispensa- 
ble necessity” to arise to issue it. When the 
glorious victory of Antietara was won, aud 
the whole couuiry was rejoicing at the defeat 
of the rebel hosts, the “indispensable neces- 
sity ” arrived, and the proclamation came 
forth. What was its effect? To divide the 
North and unite the South, to make Union 
impossible aud Southern independence cer- 
tain. It produced a want of confidence in 
tbe President that can never be regained, and 
was of incalculable loss to the Union iu all 
he border States. “If there is anything wrong 
slavery is wrong.” I will tell you something 
that is worse, it is this: For the ruler of a 
great people to deceive them, to violate his 
oath of office, to disregard his pledges, and 
utterly ignore the fundamental laws of the 
land which he is sworn to preserve ; and to 
take the.property aDd substance of the peo- 
ple without just compensation. In nRi-nce 
to negro soldiers 1 have this to say'Tf our 
country has got down so low in the scale of 
existence that nothing but the negro can save 
it, it is gone, past the hope of redemption. 
Those who argue that slavery i3 dead, argue 
against teason and evidence, aud against the 
Union. You cannot save the Union without 
the Constitution, and that saves slavery. No 
Constitution, i o Union. Abolish tho Consti- 
tution and you abolish the Union. Abolish 
the negro and you destroy slavery. The party 
iu power hope to do so by amalgamation. 
They reason in this way : If they can make 
the white man match with negroes, fight 
with negroes, eat and sleep with negroes, toey 
will soon break down all prejudices of race 
and color, and that amalgamation will he 
the certain result. Aud they reason correctly. 
If they do not believe this, why the address 
of tbe most aristocratic laities of New York 
to the negro regiment that paraded through 
that city, calling updn them to remember their 
while sisters as they fight the battles of the 
Union ? But I am ruuuing away from my 
subject. 

The whole neg o policy of the President 
is an outrage upon every man, woman, and 
child in the United States; an outrage upon 
civilization and a violation of all the consti- 
Itoual rights of the Border States, and, at 
this conjuncture, is of incalculable evil to 
the Union cause aid the Union arxies. Look 
at it. There are Tennessee and Kentucky 
and Missouri, three of the largest aud most 
fertile Slates iu the Union, almost entirely 
iu tbe possession of the Federals. Suppose, 
now, that all the able-bodied.negroes in he 
service of the Government from these Stat s 
had been compelled to stay at home and raise 
bread and meat for the Cover i_me it and their 
owners. These three States would have pro- 
duced corn and wheat enough to have sup- 
plied iheir armies. Forage would have been 
abundant. Tbe people would have been con- 
ten. ed and happy. Guerilla raids would 
have been less irequent; for the people see- 
ing the care of the Government for them, 
and protection extended to their perso s and 
property, would have opposed these raids and 
have shown themselves the very best guar- 
dians of the country. But how is it now! 
Ni groes all gone, or demoralized, farms de- 
stroyed and laid waste, stock all pressed 
into the service of the Government, they are 
discouraged and utterly indifferent to its 
success, and, in many instances, are deadly 
hostile to it. I state what 1 believe to be 
the tiulli as to this part of Kentucky; that 
if the policy of Gen. Buell had been followed 
(here would have scarcely beeu found a rebel 
in active opposition to the Government in all 
this region; and that there would have been 
thousands of active and enthusiastic fricuds 
and well-wishers for its success in the place 
of the hundreds of lukewarm and disheart- 
ened. Kentucky has ever been regarded as 
a loyal Hate, and sixty thousand ot her sons 
are now, or soon will be, bearing their breasts 
to the leaden ba 1 of death to preserve the 
Government and Constitution of their fathers. 
At the very time they are doing this the Ad- 
ministration is stealing their property, forc- 
ing il into the service of the United States 
without compensation, and ruining the ag- 
ricultural interests of the State. It might be 
belter tolerated if only the able-bodied were 
taken for the army, but old men, women, and 
children are permitted and encouraged to 
come into their lines and be protected and fed 
at the public expense. And if their owners 
pursue them, attempt to secure property that 
they have stolen and carried away with them, 
they are liable to insult and abuse at the 
hands of their own negroes. And all this is 
peimiited by a Government that is calling 
constantly for more men and money to crush 
a rebellion again6t the Constitution! If we 
complain of this slate of things we have 
“nigger cn the brain,” are Copperheads, 
tiaitois to the cause of the Union, and desert 
ing of the severest punishment. I had rather 
be an honest Copperhead, standing upon the 
Constitution of my fathers, upholding the 
government made by them for white men and 
their descendants, than to be a President of 
the United States with violated oaths and 
pledges hanging over my head and the wails 
of widows and orphans ringing in iny ears 
and charging me with the death of liusbauds 
and fa hers; and all to free an ignorant and 
degraded race of beings incapable of self con- 
trol, and whose only refuge from destruction 
is in the maintenance of their present condi- 
iton. But what are we to do? Take up 
aims against the Government and fight for 
our rights? That would be to ape the folly 
of the rebels and wou'd only make matters 
worse, What then? We must unite with 



the Conservatives and Democrats of the 
North, aud, at Chicago, nominate a man for 
the Presidency who is for the "Union as it 
was and the Constitution as it is,” and by 
his election hurl the present party from 
power. This must he done or our country 
Is gone. The last hope of the republic and 
freedom on this continent is in the next elec- 
tion, and if that fails, a night of woe, of 
gloom, BDd anguish, such as the world never 
saw, will hurry the approach of Liberty’s 
death.

T. A polecat® Secretary of the meet- 
ing. S. Thomas Hauser, Esq , explained iu 
a abort address the objec 8 Of tho meeting aud 
introduced tbe lollowing resolutions, which 
wire unanimously adopted, to- wit: 

Resolved, That, w hereas, men, iu their opin- 
ions, views, and feelings may change, but the 
fixed principles of a free government, right, 
reason, justice, and truth, are as unchangeable 
as the eternal hills; we therefore readopt, re- 
approve, and confirm tbe principles and truths 
enunciated by a Union meeting of the Uoiou 
citizens of this county two short yean 
ago, on the 5sb of M ay, 1862, at this place, 
and upon which principlesrihe county officers 
and representative were triumphantly elected, 
and which principles umbered still contain 
our confession of political faith then adopted 
with emphasis the third, seventh and eighth 
resolutions, to-wit: 

"Resolved, That we hereby declare to the 
world that we support the Constitution of tho 
United States ana the Constitution pf Ken- 
tucky without any evasioa whatever; and 
that we will aid in tbe enforcement of both 
Federal std State laws passei^pursuant to and 
in accordance with said Constitutions, while 
they remaiu in force, by all the physical ma- 
terial ana moral efforts, agencies, ana means, 
in cider to restore and preserve our gloriou 3 
UnioD, under the banner of which we have 
grown from helpless infimey to vigorous man- 
hood, and under which we are now receiving 
protection from anarchy and violence. 

"Ajoiffd.Tbat we regard secessionists and ab- 
olitionists and their various shades of sympa- 
thizers, under whatever name or pretence they 
may act, as being engaged in a false, wicked, 
and treacherous effort to destroy the freest 
government now in existence, and that the 
cause ot patriotism aDd philanthropy through- 
out tbe world requires the most determined 
and vigilant efforts at our hands to crush the 
disorganized secessicu and disunion monster, 
whether it appears unmasked in all its hideous 
deformity or in the disguise of the angel of 
light. 

‘ Resolved , That the Union party in Kentucky 
bss never fieeD in favor and is not now iu favor 
of the coercion and subjugation of the Sonthern 
States that iscklesfly seceded from the Union, 
in a time of general peace and prosperity, and 
before they were deprived of a single caosti- 
tational or other right, and by their acts en- 
deavored to tear down and destroy the gov- 
ernment, that had cherished and made them 
gieat and prosperous, and thereby brought a 1 
our national calamities upon us, any further 
than is necessary to enforce aud eatabl sh tho 
suptimecy of the constitution and laws of the 
Federal and State governments, and to secure 
to ourselves and to our posterity the benefi's 
of good order, stable government, and consti- 
tutional liberty. 

“ Resolved , That we regard the rebel govern- 
ment as being the offspring of pride and 
wealth, and the lust lor power; and that the 
origin of its cc nception was not ia violated 
rights or a down-trodden constitution, but in 
the less of national political power on the 
one band, and a determination on the other, 
witl out regard to right, constitn ional obliga- 
tion, or the peace and prosperity of the coun- 
try, to secure tbe possession of it by usurpa- 
tion, robbery, and violence. 

“ Resolved, That tho print iples upon which 
tbe i*bel government is based, are at war 
w itb, and destructive of all settled and per- 
manent government and true democratic iib- 
eity, and should, therefore, be discouute-. 
nanced and opposed by all friends of good gov- 
erimentand national democracy. 

" Resolved , That it is oar opinion that no two 
independent governments can exist ia peace 
cn this continent, one of which comminds 
the sources and tributaries of the Mississippi, 
and the other the mouth of that great channel 
of trade and commerce between the South- 
wistem, the Western, and Northwestern 
Statts; that one or the other of such govern- 
ment must obtain the complete masuwy be- 
fore peace can be esiaoluhed upon a sure ba- 
sis; andtbatno government can have a better 
right to this exclusive jurisdiction and control 
than tha', which purchased and paid for the 
territory, and has cherished its trade and com- 
meice, with paternal cue and a large expsndi- 
ture of treasure, up to the commencement of 
this UDisatural rebellion. 

“ Resolved , That we are opposed to all ex- 
tremists and faDatica! disorganize™, whether 
they hail from the North or the South, and 
that we aie in favor of p strict but enlarged 
and comervative construction of the Federal 
Corstiiution Bo as to protect, develop, aud 
cherish the rights and subuantial interests of 
all sections of our common country without 
regf.id to local institutions or sections, and we 
are especially opposed to ail legislation by 
Congress in regard to tha institution of 
slavery. 

"Resolved, That there are now but two par- 
ties in Kentucky, one ol which is loyal to the 
Federal Constitution aud the UDion, and to 
tbe constitution of Kentucky, and has no 
connection or sympathy with abolition sec- 
tionalism, or secession in any of their phases, 
while tbe othir, by whatever name it may be 
called or known, is-throwing all its sympa- 
thies and irfluencein tho scale of disorgani- 
zation or rebellion, and always has been in 
dirt ct opposition to the Union party, aDd for 
to other leason but because it is a Union 
p- rtv. 

‘ Resolved, That we cannot sufficiently extol 
tbe pa'riotism and sell denial of the thousands 
of our citizens who have rushed to the stan- 
dard of their State and common country, 
when tbe reckless invaders and usurpers, aid- 
ed ty treacherous conspirators in our mids 1 , 
placed their unhallowed feet upon the soil of 
Ken u< ky and endeavored to coerce and sub- 
jugate her to submission to the presumptuous 
ti beets of the rebel government, nor can we 
stfficieutly express our abhorrence of the con- 
duct of secession leaders and others ia our 
midst, wl o not only refused to enlist or to en- 
courage enlistments in the army, to expel tbe 
invaders from our borders, but who endeav- 
ored to bliDd and mislead the people and sym- 
pathized with the invaders, aud both openly 
and secretly aided and abetted their efforts to 
visit the State with fire and sword, and to 
bring upon ns, without just cause, all the 
horrc-rs and desolation of civil war.

Mckcaktown, Ky, May 14, 1861. 

To the Editors of the Louisville Journal: 

Tn the Daily Journal of the 10th yon have 
made some material mistakes iu publishing 
the resolutions of the meeting of the Union 
Dimccracy. In the first resolution we re- 
folved that we are, as heretofore, unaltera- 
bly opposed to secession and in favor ot a vig- 
orous prosecution ot the war for the suppres- 
sion of the rebellion and restoration ol the 
Union, * * and the enforcement of the 

constitution and laws made in pursuance 
thereof in every State and territory of the 
United States.

May 20, 8 A. M. j 
My despatch of ten o’clock yesterday even- 
ing inlotcied you of the attack made lssl 
evening upon tbe right wing of our line and 
tbe handsome manuir in which the rehels 
were driven back. Ii was made by E well s 
whole corps. The enemy left the vicinity of 
Spcttsy lvania 0. H about one o’clock yester- 
day evening and made a detour by Wirt, 
crossed the Po river, and ahnn; five o'clock 
struck the Freiitkicksburg road near oar rignt 
flack, breaking out within three quarters of 
a mile of the headquarter^ of Generals Meade 
snd Grant. The only troops we had on the 
ground at the lime were a couple of regi- 
ments of Tyler's division ol heavy artillery, 
which wete never before under fire. 

Tyler had brought ap the remainder of his 
force and met the rebel attack, driving the 
enemy back into the woods. Here the rebels 
had forrntd a line of battle. Tyler felt rather 
apprehensive at tbe work before him, consid- 
ering tbe rawness of his troops, but when once 
(airly under fire they showed the utmost 
bravery. Their loss was quite heavy; more 
st vi re than reported by me in my despatch of 
last night, and will probably reach 1,000 killed 
aid wounded. 

The rsbela gave way in confusion, scatter- 
ing through the woods. The honor of the 
re;uise ot the rebels reels exclusively with 
Tyler’s heavy artillery division, though Bir- 
Dey'a division, second corps, and Crawford’s 
division, 5th corps, were aiterwards sent to 
his support and tormed in line, enabling Ty- 
ler to withdraw, after driving them severat 
miles and clearing the valley. 

Tbe contusion of the rebels appears to have 
been very great, a majority of Rhodes’s di- 
vision tcatieiing in the woods. Three hun- 
dred and fifty of them were picked np in the 
woods during the night, and have ja9t been 
brought in to headquarters This division of 
onr troopB feel immensely tickled at their sue- 
ci£8. Although their loss ha? been heavy, 
tl ey feel that diminution of numbers is fully 
trade up by increase of morale 
The Tribune’s special, dated Headquarters, 
May 19, 9 P. M„ elates that commuaicatious 
are open ee usual to-night and supplies still 
louring in for us. 

Guinea station was captured last eve- 
ning by Talbott’s cavalry and ri now in our 
poseeesion.

The Herald has the following, dated Friday, 
May 20, 7 A. M.: Tbe losses in Che fight lost 
evening are estimated at between 600 and 700, 
and confined mainly to a few regiments. The 
libel loss ia unknown. In killed and wounded 
it must have been heavy in proportion to the 
number engaged.

To the Editors of the Louisville Journal: 

When the “Great Commoner,” HnnryOlav, 
asserted what ri now, as was v hen the truth, 

‘ That abolitionists recogaized no law but their 
own tauatiual ideas, aud if ever they acquired 
tbe control of the government all rignts of 
property aud ail personal liberty would be 
lest,” he e care ly cou'.d have thought that 
ia little more than ten years from that time 
there would be a class of men in his own 
"Garden of Kentucky” — in bis own “Court 
District ’ — of that samo school of destructives. 
However this may have been, we have 
•alien upon evil times, and it ia true 
that they exist, though few in numbers, 
and, in common parlance, are "growing beau- 
tifully lets every day.” On yesterday morn- 
irg the cibzeos of this town might havo been 
eeen standing at the corners of the streets 
reading notices, saying that “a meeting was 
to be held to tend delegates to Louisville to 
Eclect delegates to Baltimore 1” The notices 
were in stj !>', and seemed to say that the rad- 
icals were about to enter the lists as boldly as 
lvanhce did to do battle for the Jewish maid- 
en. 

The time for the meeting tame, aud as it 
had teen announced that Capt. McKee, former- 
ly ot the 14 1 h Kentucky cavalry, and who has 
lor a long lime beeu fed on “crawling peas” 
in Libby prison, would relate some ot his ex- 
perience in rebeldom, the house wa3 crowded 
io its utmost capacity. Some fancied this was 
a token ot lair prospects for the radicals — the 
sequel wiilsbow. Capt. McKee, wha by the 
way is a very clever gentleman, and much 
thought of by the citizens cf this county, 
made a speech of perhaps au hour’s dura- 
tion, which was listened to by all with 
rnaiked ailentiou. He pictured tbe horrors 
ot lebei prison life equal to those of tbe 
old ‘ Sugar-Sbip,” of New Y’ork harbor fam», 
during cur Revolutionary struggle witu tbe 
mother country, and, in ail probability, it was 
rot overwrought. When he closed, it was 
announced that "the meeting would continuo 
in order to appoint delegates to Louisville to 
the Union (?) Conven rioD I" The doors could 
baldly sustain the inside pressure. Thinking 
they bad been misunderstood, the announce- 
ment was again made; but atilt the crowd 
pouted out, until at last just thirty persons 
were left, counting the boys, of wmch there 
was a due pioportion. Of these thirty, it 
is fair to pivsume, from the street talk 
afterwards, that fully two-thirds staid 
for curiosity aitnply. This left ten men 
aLd boys to send delegates to the aboli- 
>tion Louisville convention. Wnen this was 
perceived by the deltberators, tike Catiline 
and his confederates when discovered, their 
"paleness beapoketheir guilt;” and yet they 
proceeded to nominate delegates, the greater 
proportion of which had just left the house! 
This is a sample ef one ot those meetings that 
the abolition press herald as an "enthusiastic 
gaibering in behalf of tha government” — 
alias Mr. Lincoln! Ol tempns et mores! Your 
cot respondent has already heard many say, 
wfcowere named as delegates, that they "will 
bavd nothing to do with the concern.” And 
probably it will be as in the adjoining county 
ot Clark, where they nominated one hundred 
and thirty delegates, and already over one 
hundred have denounced the proceeding in 
tolt I xn tbe meeting at this place oue very 
rcipectable and leading old gentleman by the 
name of Wilson, when noninated as a dele- 
gate, openly announced to them that he was 
not travelling their “broad road.” Sj ended 
the fit r t chapter of Abraham’s life in Mont- 
gomery county.

The Consbrvativb Mkkting in Scott— Ex- 
Govbrsoh Robinson’s Spxkch. — We publish 
in our payer to-day the proceedings of a cju- 
lervative Union meeting at Georgetown on 
Monday last, by which delegates were ap- 
pointed te the conveniion to be held in Lou- 
isville on Wednesday next, for the purpose 
of forming an electoral ticket and taking the 
ueccBt»ry steps to secure a representation of 
Kentucky in tbe convention to be held at 
Chicago on the 4th of July. 

it was our good fortune fo be present at 
this metting, which was one of the largest 
and most respectable assemblages of the peo- 
ple we have ever witnessed. The spacious 
Court-house was filled, and the finest spirit 
gervrded the UBSemblcd crowd. 

The meeting was called to order by Ex- 
Govcrnor James F. Robinson, its organiza- 
tion perfected, and a committee, of which that 
distinguished gentleman was chairman, ap- 
pointed to prepare resolutions embodying 
the sentiments cf the conservative Union men 
of tbecoucty. The resolutions take ground 
alike against secession and abolition, aud 
were adopted without a dissenting voice. 

After the regulaj business of the meeting 
tad been concluded, the peonle were address- 
ed by Richard H. Hanson, Esq., Lieutenant- 
Governor Jacob, Er-GovernorRobiuson, and 
Jehu B. Hnaton, Erq.; and for more than 
three hours the large audience was held iu 
ciose attention to the words of wisdom, sober- 
Dcee, and truth which fell from them. The 
speeches of all oi them were in the fullest 
aeDse able and eloquent, and wero received 
with marked evidences of approbation by tho 
intelligent and patriotic yeomanry of Scott. 

This w as tbe first occasion, since his retire- 
ment ftom the gubernatorial chair, that Gov. 
Robinson bad appeared before his fellow-citi- 
zens lor the purpose of making a political 
speech. He felt, however, now that the re- 
bellion Beemed to bo approaching its end, 
that it was Ihe more incumbent upon tha 
people, than at any time heretofore duriog 
its progress, to arouse themselves to the high 
and solemn duties of tho crisis, nud to arrest 
tbe usurpations of power, which, under the 
guise cf Unionism, were rapidly tending to 
the destruction of the political fabric aj form- 
ed by our fathers, and to assert their 
power at the kailot-box to overthrow the 
deatruciivis who are waging, openly and 
avowedly, a war not alone for the preserva- 
tion ot the Union and tho maintenance of the 
constitution, but for the abolition ol slavery. 
W bile he was now, as be ever had been, op- 
posed to tbe rebellion, and in favor of meeting 
it and ciubhiDg it with the whole power of 
tbe government— a rebellion instituted with- 
out just cause, and which has enabled the 
fanatics of the nation to perpetrate all the 
outrages upon the constitution, its sacred 
guarantees, and the rights of the people under 
il — he was for meeting the abolitionists at the 
ballot-box, burling them from tbe high places 
they occupied, and thereby depriving them of 
tbe power to do further injury to the great 
and luEdamental principles upon which our 
government was based by the wisdom and 
patriotism of our ancestors. To that end tbe 
movement by which tbe conservative power 
ot tbe nation was to be united in the approach- 
ing Presidential contest met his hearty ap- 
I xoral, and he had confidence that, when fully 
embodied, it would be all sufficient to drive 
Irom power those who had shown so little ca- 
pacity or inclination to wield it wisely. The 
Govttnorp idanobie and eloquent tribnta to 
the bravi. gallant, and true-hearted McClel- 
lan, who s proved himself alike a statesman, 
a pairin' jnd a soldier, for which qualities he 
had fat! a under the ban of fanaticism, and 
fully cotcurred in the resolution presenting 
his name to the Nations' Convention to assem- 
ble at Chicago as tbe most nuitable man for 
tlo Frcsidencv of the United States at thri 
ciitis in the Nation’s history. For the ex- 
pictsion of these sentiments be had no doubt 
he would be cbaiged by the minions of power 
— men who bend the pregnant hinges of the 
knee ibat thrift may follow fawning” — with 
being a "copperhead” and "traitor.” But the 
man who would thus attempt to imneach bis 
loyaity would "publish himself a liar,” and 
w ould be so branded by all who kuew him. 

As to the re ; olution designating his name 
for the second office in the gift of the Ameri- 
can people, it was not only without his con- 
sent but altogether in opposition to his wishes 
The committee refused to listen to his urgent 
entriatiis, and he appealed to the meoting 
to strike it out. It was prompted simply by 
tie kindness and partiality of his friends and 
neighbors — tbe more valued by him by reason 
ot that fac’ — but it was calculated to place 
him in a position before his countrymen which 
he neither expected nor desired. ( The meet- 
ing, however, declined to accede to Gov. Rob- 
inten’s request, and adopted the resolutions 
as mi entirety without a dissenting voice ) 

Governor Robinson closed a brief but most 
eflt ctive speech by urging tbe people to stand 
firmly by the Union with ths Constitution, 
one and insepaiabfe; that the Government 
created by them was their Government, not 
Atraham Lincoln’s nor the party’s which 
el cted biro; that duty to themselves, to pos- 
terity , and to those who had bequeathed it to 
them as an inheritance of blood, required that 
they should preserve, protect, and defend it 
against all, wbeiher Irom the South or North, 
wto sought i>8 destruction.

To the Editors of the Louisville Journal: 

Previous to the 3d ultimo, a number of fine 
boraes bed been stolen at nigbt from different 
Union men in this county, and on that day, 
near the line of Nelson county, two horses 
were taken, before his face, from John 41 c 11a- 
kfn by three rc beers, who brought them here. 
The tLei iff pmrsutd, recovered the horses, ca»- 
tured the thieves, and lodgid them in jail. Un 
the night of the 5th ult , they were forcibly 
delivi rid from prison by a company of some 
thirty ot their gang. It was probably the 
setre party that visited Shelbyvilieonthe 8:h, 
and, tailing in an a tempt to force the hank, 
left ihe town with horses and othnr plunder. 
On the 7lh a troop o! cavalry was detailed 
fiom Louisville, remained here a couple of 
cays, • fftctiDg Dotbing except (by stragglers 
f cm tbe troop) pilfering some two or ihree 
Southern sympathizers. 

On the 11th idsl a company of cavalry, by 
way oi Vtisatiles and Mount Eden, from Lex- 
ington, encampid three miles from Tay- 
loisviile ; on their march they arrested a ptta- 
coer, and sent him to Louisville; they loft 
on the 15tb, having effected nothiDg. Tuey 
di | Oited iheniEe ves in au orderly andsoldier- 
l.ke rnaoi er. The day before their departure, 
not tar from John McMaken’s, ia [the midale 
of the day, on a puolic road, tbe agent of 
Whieler & Wilson’s sewing machiue was 
stopied by trree men, having on UnitedS:ate3 
great coats, bis two herres taken, andooe hun- 
dred end twenty dollars abstracted from 
him. Ontheiame night two stores, soms tour 
miles distant from ths locality of tha last 
i amtd robbery, were visited by probrbly ths 
same gang, and money and goods forcibly 
taken from tbe proprietors. Tbe citizens of 
Taylorsville, ailcr tbe last outrage, organ zed 
tbtroseives, nnder tho direction of Provos; 
Marshal Olho Miller, into an urmed fores for 
the pioUction of the town and county. Oa 
the night of the TS.h guards were sta'ioF.ed, 
or ordered to be statiehed, at the bridges; the 
couit-housc was used as a rendezvous tor the 
riS'tve guard. It appears that the picket de- 
tailed fer tbe creek bridge went to bed, con- 
fiding his waich to some boys on the reserve. 
Jotii Lemon was on tbe lookout, assisted by 
some of tbe men wno were in the guard-home. 
At midnight the guarde at the creek bridge 
beard tbe approach of horses, and siarted for 
lie conrt-hcuee, distant 500 yards, 'out they 
were outstripped by the band of guerillas 
wbese advent they had heralded. On arriv- 
itg at the guaid-bouse they captured John 
Lemon and relieved him of his arms an! valu- 
ables. They subsequently restored the latter. 
They ora party of tnem then proceeded to the 
Provost Marshal’s quarters. Roused by loud 
talking, which he took to be an altercation 
briwttn tome boys and citizens, tbe Provost 
Mirabal, in hie night dress, went to the door, 
and, cn opening it, met the muzzles of 
th te muskets. He states that he was 
kLecked down, and, while down, the butt 
of a gun stiuck heavily cn his breast. 
His contusions are severe and apparent. His 
auailants having been called off (from some 
cause not known to him) he escaped irom 
their clu'chcs, but on their return his premi- 
siB were robbed of bis clothing, money.au! 
papers — seme private and others official 
Shoitly after his escape, some citizen caxsid 
tbe tocsin to be sounded. This roused tbe 
people, who wire fired at as they issue! fr*m 
their bouses. D. M. Blanton, Etq , snapped 
his pistol et a gang. He was robbod of cloth- 
ing and $70. One or two other robberies 
were committed. The money wa3 returned 
to all except in Milltr’e and Blanton’s case. 
Aims were sought for, and taken or 
destroyed. The Provost Marshal has 
lift, and says he will cct no further, 
having long tiDce sent in his resignation, 
a d now, being assured if again caught by 
them (tbe gueniias) bri life shall pay the for- 
feit. The aims being destroyed, or taken 
away, tbe military organization at Taylors- 
ville has ceseBfd to exist. Doct. Mdier, while 
actirgas Provost Marshal, is not known to 
have secured the ill will of any ef our citizens. 
Ttc'main fac'6 of the Taylorsville affray are 
derived Ircm him; the number of the assail- 
ants was not ascertained; they were well 
mounted and hfaviiy armed. 

Captain Stiller, of the schooner Ajmeer at 
New Yofk from Gonaives, confirms the pre- 
vious report of the burning of Gonaives on 
the 7ih of April. Oue hundred and sixty 
housea and stores were destroyed and five 
lives lost. The amount of loss is estimated

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An ExHArsTBD Nami.— Dr. Robert J. 
reckinridge, who is now a most fierce and 
ebement member of the Kentucky wing or 
inion of the Republican party, was a few 
ears ago, when the Republican leaders bat 
aguely hinted what they now avow, a most 
erce and vehement opponent of the party, 
is apostasy, to be sure, is not singular; yet 
it is not altogether common. It is uncommon 
nongh to deserve particular notice. It is at- 
ended by circumstances of aggravation. 

In the autumn of 1855, Dr. Breckinridge, 
ith the view of checking the advance of the 
epublican party to power, addressed a very 
xtended and eloquent letter to Mr. Seward, 
hen as now a Republican leader of might 
nd mark. This letter we propose to recall. 
In the course of the letter, which we are 
ery sure onr readers have not forgotten, Dr. 
reckinridge thus defines the purpose of the 
epublican party: 

Yon take a distinction between the aboli- 
'onista and your great Republican party— a 
istinction somewhat nice, and less appropri- 
te to a statesman than to one whom those 
Id Romans you speak so much about allowed 
o be called only a grammarian, by which 
''ey meant a grade below the sophists. You 
~e not an abolitionist, you say, but only a 
reat Republican — the difference being pre- 
isely this, to-wit: that the aboHtioni. J will 
ot allow of any slavery, while the Great Re- 
ublicaDS will not allow of any more. They, 
ith Mr. Sumner at their head, will attack it 
very where; you, at the head of the Great 
epublicans, will attack it everywhere, ex- 
ept in the present slave S tatea. That is to 
y, you make this limitation merely so far as 
e forms of law are concerned, and the pow- 
rs of Congress are involved. Mr. Sumner 
ill oppose it'at all hazards; but as for you, 
ot being an abolitionist, the greatest partic- 
lar hazard yon will brave is only the disso- 
tion of the Union!

The peril now is not over your apothegm 
or about your speculations on the nature of 
w; but it is about the places in which 
avery may exist, and about the laws which 
ifl affect it therein. The North, having 
nged her condition with respect to slavery, 
-d at the same time having changed her 
inions, Teels herself entitled to demand that 
e South shall be coerced, one way or other, 
"ollow her example in both respects; and 
els herself entitled, further, to nse the pow- 
sof the National Government to effect this 
bject. Thereupon she proceeds to organize 
ties, to consolidate power, to exert her nu- 
erical majority, te assume authority, to shape 
e legislation ot Congress aad the policy of 
e Federal Government, in a manner wholly 
gardless of the rights and interests of the 
nth, and absolutely incompatible with its 
dependence— ii not its existence.

The question which the American people 
ust now settle is no less than this — are they 
sirous, and are they eapable, in the new 
store of affairs and of opinion, of continu- 
g any longer one united and great people? 
is question, as I view it, is one wholly in- 
pendent of any consideration touching the 
ture of slavery ; and it is the evil passions 
men, and not the essential nature of sla- 
ry at all, by which the people are hurried 
card to the ruin of their country.

Can you conceive, sir, that fifteen 
Commonwealths, which believe that then- 
existence is threatened, which have arms in 
their hands, and guarantees as old as the 
country.and as firm as common bloodand com- 
mon glory can make oaths, compacts, and con- 
stitutions, will permit sixteen other Common- 
wealths to degrade and destroy them on such 
a distinction as this? Even supposing that 
they are wrbng in this, and that they ought 
to consent to be hemmed in and repressed 
with an irresistible and perpetually augment- 
ing force of this sort, concerning which the 
only question is, how soon will death ensue? 
Still, did yon ever hear of any su :h thing hap- 
pening in this world of ours? Did any fifteen 
States ever permit any sixteen States to 
smother them in this delectable way, and 
upon such precious distinction as this, upon 
the face of our earth?

It is a revolution which carried in- 
to effect, upon any subject whatever, de- 
feats not only the possibility of the Union, 
but defeats even its very object. And carried 
into effect with reference to slavery, it makes 
civil war the only refuge of the South, from 
perils which are greater than civil war itself. 

I ask yon, sir, calmly, which do you consider 
beet ior us — to fight the North at onoe, or to 
fight both the North and the slave* after a 
while? Now sir, it is for the North to say 
whether she values her supremacy over the 
South at such a rate as this; and whether, 
making slavery the pretext, she will pursue it 
unto blood. I uttered but the simple truth 
when I told Mr. Sumner she will 
find a million of armed men ready 
to receive her. I repeated only the 

P lainest lesson of history, when I added that 
er own soil will be as deeply polluted with 
blood as ours. I said what I supposed could 
neither be misunderstood nor denied, when I 
declared that the equality of physical fores 
was sufficient to leave the issue dependent 
wholly on God’s gift of a great captain. I ut- 
tered only what many millions will indorse, 
and no one that I know of will deny, when I 
said that every one of us deplored, from the 
bottom ot his heart, a contest so frightful, 
but that not one of us looks toward it with 
nnmanly apprehension. Sir, it was ignoble 
in you to call these threats. They are solid 
arguments; arguments of that description 
which every good man will carefully consid- 
er, every wise man ponder deeply, every 
brave man admit to be just, every sane min 
see to be conclusive against the counsel yon 
give and the ends you propose. 

• ** *»» • 

Sir, I passed that childhood aronnd 
the knees of the old officers and soldiers of the 
revolution, who had won the independence of 
their country, and then conquered from the 
savage this fair and noble portion of it. I did 
not know then that these were peculiar men, 
but I have learned that well enough since. 
The eons and daughters of these men were 
the playmates of my earliest years, as they 
have been the friends and companioas of 
my subsequent life. I expect to mingle 
my dust with theirs; I hope their children 
and mine will lay me in ap honored 
grave; ana my children's children already 
stand before me side by side with theirs. I 
have differed often — sometimes fiercely — with 
these men ; have differed with them about 
many aspects of this very question of domes- 
tic slavery. But, sir, what is slavery to me, 
compared with the lives, the fortunes, the 
honor, the safety of these men? What is the 
fate of a handful of poor Africans to me, 
compared with the fate of these men? And 
so we all feel. 

• • * • » * 

Since the world began no boad 
ever existed, save amongst God's ancient 
people, which bound every man to his 
fellow, every State to all the rest, and 
all the States to the nation whose liber- 
ties they had conquered, like the bond 
which pervades these fifteen slave States. 
They will stand by each other, they will 
stand by the country, they will stand by ev- 
ery man and every party that stands by the 
constitution. If it be possible, they will pre- 
serve our national institutions precisely as 
they received them fram the hands of their 
fathers. If inexorable necessity obliges them 
to do it, they will baptize those institutions in 
the blood of traitors. At the last extremity 
they will perish sword in hand, but they will 
never sutimit to be dishonored er subjugated. 
They will never subvert the institutions of 
their country, nor will they permit you to do 
it, without a struggle worthy of their great 
descent. 

Dr. Breckinridge closed the letter with 
this prophetic passage: 

You, Mr. Seward, have much apparent 
right to speak in the name of the State of Naw 
York. I have none to speak in the name of 
the State of Kentucky. Yet, thereare instincts 
in the breasts of upright men which seldom 
err, and there are grand truths which cannot 
be concealed, and which will not perish. Now, 
mark my words. New York, the greatest of 
the free States, has the least interest of all, 
that slavery should be abolished. Kentucky, 
the most exposed of all the great slave States, 
has the least interest of all that slavery should 
continue. New York will not abide by yonr 
principles — Kentucky will abide by mine. 

One half of this prophecy is fulfilled. 
Kentucky has abided by the principles which 
Dr. Breckinridge called his. Heaven grant 
that New York may proclaim in November 
that she will not abide by Mr. Ssward’s prin- 
ciples; and that so the other half of the 
prophecy will be fulfilled likewise. We re- 
joice to believe that it will be. 

While, however, Kentucky has abided by 
the principles which Dr. Breckinridge called 
his, Dr. Breckinridge himself has not. The 
prophecy is partly fulfilled and is in a fair 
way of complete fulfilment but the prophet 
is forsworn. Dr. Breckinridge has abandoned 
the principles of Kentucky. He no longer 
calls them his. He disowns them. He has 
embraced Mr. Seward’s principles; and, at 
the moment when the Republican party after 
a long course of the most atrocious duplicity 
throws off the mask in the strongholds of 
power, avows the whole purpose he imputed 
to it in the letter we have here recalled, and 
proclaims its intention in the face of mankind 
to execute this infamous purpose with the 
mighty armies raised for the preservation of 
the Union in its constitutional integrity, he, 
0 shame 1 joins that perfidious and revolu- 
tionary party, exhorts Kentuckians to join 
it, and, moBt ignoble of all, invokes it to 
seize on the suffrage of Kentucky with the 
bayonet. This is indeed a very inadequate 
statement of the circumstances which aggra- 
vate Dr. Breckinridge’s apostasy. In order to 
attain an adequate or even approximate con- 
ception of the tremendous distance he has 
fallen, we mast consider a little more partic- 
ularly the height on which he stood, and the 
mire in which be lies. Bat we can afford 
to be very brief under each head. 

As to the former, a hurried retrospect will 
suffice. The Republican party, such as Dr. 
Breckinridge describes it in the passages 
quoted above, elected its candidate for the 
Presidency in 1860; whereupon “the fifteen 
slave States,” which Dr. Breckinridge repre- 
sents as bound together by a bond only less 
strong and sacred than the bond “amongst 
God's ancient people,” were called upoa to 
determine their duty to themselves and to the 
Union in the immediate juncture. The ques- 
tion was : Shall we anticipate the execution 
of the purpose of the Republican party, and 
anticipate it by dissolving the Union, or shall 
we wait until the Republican party enters 
on the actual execution of its purpose, if 
ever, and then resist the execution within 
the Union and to maintain instead of dis- 
solving it? This was the question. Ken- 
tucky and her sister States of the 
Border determined the question in favor o( 
the latter coarse. The rest of the Slave 
States, owing chiefly to the machinations of 
a powerful minority that favored the dissolu- 
tion of the Unisn in any event, determined 
the question in favor of the former coarse; 
upon which Kentucky, deprecating and con 
demnirg this determination, tamed to the 
Republican party, and frankly appealed to it 
for such formal assurances that it would not 
enter on the execution of the purpose imputed 
to it as might disarm the Southern disnnion- 
ists and bring all of the o her slave States to her 
own determination. In answer to this frank 
appeal, the Republican party disclaimed the 
intention of entering on the execution of the 
purpose imputed to it, but nevertheless man- 
ifested extreme reluctance to ratifying this 
disclaimer with the required guarantees, 
so playing iota the hand) of the 
disunion leaders as in the end alto- 
gether to defeat the appeal. Kentucky, in- 
tent upon warding off the shock of arms, then 
proposed a National Convention, which found 
no tavor with the disunion party of the South, 
and practically no favor with the Republican 
party, the ship of state meanwhile driving ta

and fro without a rudder on the angry tide ot 
affairs. Such was the situation when the di> 
anion leaders threw down at Snmter the gage 
of battle, which the Republican President took 
up, in the name and on behalf of the Union 
and the Constitution. Still Kentucky, dis- 
trusting the motives of the Republican party, 
and trusting the efficacy of peaceful measures, 
stood aloof from the gathering strife; nor did 
she engage in the strife nntil the solemn 
declaration of the Republican party in the 
«*?option of the Crittenden Resolution had al. 
layed her distrust, and the invasion of her soil 
by the confederate armies had extinguished 
her trust. Kentucky, then, seeing no other 
hope in the firBt instance than the sword, 
drew the sword, not lo sever the bond that 
bound her to her sister States of the South, 
far less to impoverish and enslave them, bat 
to defend that hallowed bond, and to rescue 
them from the consequences of their own 
guilt and folly. She drew the swor J, her 
sister States having left her no alternative, te 
enforce the Constitution and to maintain the 
Union, the Republican party explicitly and 
formally pledging itself in the face of mankind 
to wage the war for that high and holy pur- 
pose and for no other. On this proud height 
Kentucky took her position. And Dr. 
Breckinridge, yet true to her principles and 
his own, stood with her. 

Look hero upon tbla pioture and on this. 

A period scarcely greater than two years 
has elapsed, and the Republican party, with 
a petfidy unsurpassed if not unequalled in the 
annals of nations, has proclaimed ths slaves of 
the South free, has armed them against their 
masters, has confiscated the remaining 
property of the Southern people, and 
divided it ont amongst the soldiers and sailors 
of the government, inclading the slaves of 
the impoverished proprietors, has declared 
that the States whose people have been in re- 
volt shall not be admitted to their place in the 
Union without first abolishing their existing 
constitutions and framing new ones in accord- 
ance with the dictation of the President or of 
Congress, declaring at the same time that 
until these States conform to this degrading 
condition they shall be held as conquered 
provinces, and, having adopted this sweeping 
scheme of subjugation and extermination, 
avows the intention to execute the scheme at 
all hazards with the whole military force of 
the nation. In a word, ths Republican par y 
has broken the sacred pledge it gave to tue 
country and to mankind at the beginning tf 
this war, and has boldly entered on the execu- 
tion of the purpose it then solemnly disavow- 
ed. The purpose Dr. Breckinridge imputed to 
the party it is now executing with refiaemsnts 
of guilt and ferociousness that outstrip his 
strong conception. Covered with this stupen- 
dous petfidy, the Republican party asks the 
people to renew its power at the ballot-box^ 
and even applies to Kentucky for her suffrage! 
What says Kentucky ? No true Kentuckian 
can doubt her answer. Loyal to the Consti- 
tution and the Union, and loyal to herself, she 
rejects with unspeakable scorn the audacious 
application. She declares, that, while hating 
the disunion party as much as ever, she loves 
the Republican party as little as ever, and 
that she will vote against it with uidimiu- 
isbed c-mpbasis, lamenting that the dep'.orab'e 
end wicked rebellion of the disnnionists has 
left her powerless to do more. Kentucky 
abides by her principles. She stands on the 
proud height she occupied at the beginning. 
But where is Dr. Breckinridge? Prostrate at 
the feet of the Republican party, worshipping 
it as the savior of the country, and imp’o - 
ing it not to ask Kentucky for her suf- 
frage but to seize on it with tho bayons*! 
There he is. Look at him! Now that the 
Republican party, taking advantage of tie 
"civil war’’ to which in anticipation of the 
execnlion of the purpose he imputed to the 
party the South madly resorted bat which he 
pronounced “the only refage of the South" if 
the purpose should be executed, openly avows 
the intention remorselessly to execute the pur- 
pose he imputed to it, he not only does not op- 
pose that party, but unites with it, and begs it 
to wreak its monstrous purpose not merely 
upon the people of the States precipitated into 
revolt, but upon those fellow Kentuckians 
whom in his truer mood he mentioned with 
such beauty and pathos as “the son9 and 
daughters” of “the old officers and soldiers 
of the revolution, who had won the inda- 
pendtnoe of their country, and thenuonq ler- 
ed from the savage this fair and noble portion 
of it” — the “playmates” of his “earliest 
years,” as they had been “tho friends and 
companions” of his “subsequent life” — ex- 
pecting “to mingle" his “dust with theirs,” 
and hoping “their children” and his would 
lay him “in an honored grave.” He prompts 
the Republican party, in tho day of its power 
and presumption, to crush in the execution 
of the purpose he impnted to it the brave 
men and fair women whose fate, in the day 
of the weakness and wariness of the Repub- 
lican party, he proudly declared he wonld 
share in resisting it nnto blood. When the 
Republican party shrunk from avowing the 
purpose he imputed to it, he denounced it 
on account of that purpose in the spirit of a 
tree Kentuckian ; bat now , when the Repub- 
lican party has not only avowed the purpose 
he imputed to it but has crowned that pur- 
pose with unntterable perfidy, he applaudj 
and quickens it in the spirit of its vilest min- 
ions. He demands the violent dis- 
franchisement of Kentucky at the ap- 
proaching election, in order that the Republi- 
can party may be enabled to go forward with 
ihe attempt to subjugate and dishonor those 
Slates that with the fleeting inspiration of a 
kindred spirit he declated would "perish sword 
in band” bat would “never submit to be dis- 
honored or subjugated.” He holds the tri- 
umph of the Republican party in Kentucky so 
dear that he would purchase it with the peace 
and honor and free existence of the Common" 
wealth. Yes, Dr. Breckinridge invokes 
the bayonet to establish in Kentucky 
the party which be declared “the North i3 far 
more deeply interested in abolishing’’ than 
“in abolishing slavery,” to bring the free peo- 
ple of his native Commonwealth under the 
permanent dominion of the party whose “per- 
manent dominion” he declared “no free peo- 
ple on the face of the earth could endure,” to 
prolong the subjection of our form of gov. 
ernment to the rale of the party under whose 
“mle” he declared “no form of government 
could fail to become an intolerable despotism,” 
to continue American society in the hands of 
the party in whose “hands” he declared “no 
cot dition of society could escape hopeless ship- 
wreck,” and, in short, to perpetuate the power 
of the party “the very instinct of whose ac- 
tion — the sole end of whose exist- 

ence’ — he declared “is eternal bad 
faith to the constitution itself and to 
fifteen Commonwealths, for the single 
purpete of securing its own supremacy and 
that of the North, in ntter disregard of the iu- 
teiebts of the whole confederacy considered as 
one great cation, and with the deliberate pur- 
pose to destroy the whole South, if that shall be 
necessary to the accomplishment” of its “ob- 
ject.” He is, as shown by his own deliberate 
affirmations, recreant at once to principle, to 
country, and to triends. Having joined the 
Republican party, he entreats it to save itself, 
including himself, by destroying the Union, 
including Kentucky. In the spirit of the 
bravo in the The Inconstant, Dr. Breckin- 
ridge counsels the Republican party to mur- 
der the nation it has betrayed and 
insulted. In fine, he throws him- 

self into the arms of the Republican party, 
and calls upon it to make good the worst 
that he has ever said of it. Snch is the predica- 
ment of Dr. Breckinridge. He has fallen 
from the proud height of Conservative Union- 
ism, whereon he stood erect and swelling 
by the side of Kent.cky, into the mire oi 
abolitionism. And there he lie3. Be- 
hold him! Certainly a political fall so 
long and so inglorious has seldom or never 
bten seen before. 

Dr. Breckinridge lies in the mire of aboli- 
tionism; but Kentucky, as we have said, 
stands on the proud height she occupied at the 
beginning. And there she will continue to 
stand, spurning the intrigues autLcxhorUtions 
of tbe apostate Breckinridge, as she spurned 



those of his traitor nephew. She will have 
none of either. She has as little faith in the 
one as in the other. The nephew, at the 
head of the disunion party of Kentucky, 
sought by violence to lash her to the chariot 
wheels of secessionism. The uncle, at the head 
or tail or some intermediate point of the Re- 
publican party of Kentucky, seeks by vio- 
lence to lash her to the chariot wheels of ab- 
olitionism. The nephew failed. And the 
uncle will fail. The force of the family is 
spent. Thenemeof Breckinrilge, once po- 
tent in Kentucky, is potent no longer, wheth- 
er for evil or for good. Its spell is broken. 
Us prestige is departed. Apostasy has con- 
sumed whatever power treason had left it. 
The new friends of Dr. Breckinridge are fond 
of ssyirg that tbe nigger is playctLeml; how 
ibis may be we neither know nor^eare, as the 
nigger is sot the suhject of cur concern, but, 
it he is as completely played out as the name 
of Breckinridge, we unquestionably have seen 
the last of him. In that caso, he is ind eed an 
exhausted card, — there i3 not the gko3t of an- 
other trick in him.

We have the pleasure of announcing that 
Colonel Frank Wolford arrived in the city 
last night, and, in compliance with the re- 
quest of many of eur patriotic citizens, will 
address the people at the Courthouse to- 
night.

We need say nothing 
mote to secure a graud outpouring of the 
loyal people of our city on the occasion. 
We call upon the Unionists of Louisville to 
give these gallant champions of the Union 
of the Constitution such a reception as befits 
the cause and their high services in its be- 
half. A nobler cause doe3 not belong to 
earth. Nobler champions do not belong to 
any cause. 

Vaf" We give below the protest of which 
we quote the concluding paragraph on our 
fi ret page : 

PROTEST OF THK EDITORS OF THE WORLD 

AND JOURNAL OF UOMMER'JJS. 

Will you oblige us by publishing in your 
co’urans the following statement of the pro- 
ceedings of the Government this evening to- 
ward the World and the Journal of Com- 
merce, regarding the publication in our morn- 
ing’s issues ot the forged proclamation, pur- 
porting to be signed by President Lincoln, 
appointing a day of fasting and prayer, and 
calling into the military service four hundred 
thousand men. 

The document in question was written on 
the manifold' paper, such as is used for all the 
despatches sent to the several newspapers of 
our association, and had every external ap- 
pearance and mark to identify it as a genuine 
despatch arriving in the regular course of 
business. 

It was delivered at our office late at night, 
at the time of the receipt of oar latest news 
— too late, of course, for editorial supervision, 
bur, as it happened, not before our printing 
offices were closed. 

It was delivered at ail or nearly all of the 
newspaper offices, and published in a part of 
the morning editions of the Journal of Com- 
merce and World, and, as we are informed, in 
in a part of the editions of one or more of our 
contemporaries. 

Early this mornmg, the fact that the de- 
spatch had not been sent by the agent of the 
Associated PreSB became known to us, and its 
fraudulent character was at once announced 
upon our bulletin boards, and a reward of five 
hundred dollars offered by ua for the discovery 
of the forger. The Executive Committee of 
the Associated Press a’s r offered a similar re- 
waid of one thousand dollars, as the traud had 
been attempted to be perpetrated upon all the 
journals composing our association. 

We took pains in the afternoon to apprize 
Gen. Dix of the facts in the case, and gave 
him inch information in regard to the circum- 
stances of the fergery as might assist him ia 
the discovery of its author. The Govern- 
ment was at once put in possession of thef icts 
in the case. 

Nevertheleis, this evening Gen. Dix, acting 
under peremptory orders from the Govern- 
ment, placed our offices under a strong mili- 
tary gua>d, and issued warrants for the ar- 
rest of the Editors and proprietors of the 
World and Journal of Commerce, and their 
imprisonment in Fort Lafhyetto. A vessel 
was lying, under steam, at one of the wharves 
to convey us thither. 

Chancing to meet one of tbeofficarsof G n. 
Dii’s staff, charged with the execution of this 
order, we proceeded in his company to the 
headquarters of the Department of the Eest, 
and were informed by Uen. Dix that the order 
• for anest had been suspended, but that the 
order for the suppression of the publication of 
the World and Journal of Commerce had not 
been rescinded, and that we coaid not be per- 
mitted to enter our offices, which continue 
under tbe charge of the military guards. 

We protest against this proceeding. We 
protest agsiDst the assumption of our com- 
plicity with -his shameless forgery implied in 
the order for our arrest. We protest agaiost the 
suppression ot our journals for the misfortune 
of being deceived by a forgery not less ingeni- 
ous nor plausible than the forged report of the 
Confederate Secretary of War, which Secre- 
tary Seward made the basis of diplom.tic 
action.

The National Intelligencer, commenting on 
the proceeding against which these Eiitors 
protest, says: “This seems to ns, we must 
say, a very harsh proceeding— to inflict a 
severe punishment on citizens of honor and 
character for being the unwitting victims of 
an infamous fraud. It was punishment 
enough, we should think, to be made the in- 
nocent instruments of a viilanous imposition, 
to which all men are liable, without adding 
the penalty of damage to their property and 
incarceration of their persons.” The protest 
of our New York contemporaries is certainly 
rational and just, as far as it goes; but we 
think it hardly goes deep enough to meet the 
whole case. The proceeding against which 
they protest is Dot only unjust and oppressive 
but arbitrary. What lawful power have the 
military authorities of the nation to step in 
between the courts and the citizens of the 
State of New York and to inflict summary' 
punishment on the latter? If this proceeding 
is lawful, then the civil authority is subordi- 
nate to the military authority throughout the 
nation, in places where the courts are in unob- 
structed operation as well as in places where 
the operation of the courts i3 obstructed by 
war, and we have no laws and no 
-constitution except the untrammelled 
will of the Commander-ia-Ghief. Ia 

other words, the proceeding is in strict pur- 
suance of Mr. Lincoln’s tyrannical doctrine 
that whatever he deems indispensable be- 
comes thereby lawful. It is a new exemplifi- 
cation in practice of the despotic theory with 
the denunciation of which the country has 
been ringing for several weeks. It is a wrong 
that strikes deeper and spreads wider and 
Scathes worse than any merely private injury. 
We take it for granted that our New York 
contemporaries passed it by through sheer in- 
advertency in the excitement and confusion 
of the motor nt. Governor Seymour, ho wever, 
as we perceive from the despatches, has not over- 
looked this aspect of the proceeding. He ha9 
directed the District Attorney to procure in- 
dictments sgainst all who were engaged in 
tbe proceeding, holding them as offenders 
agsin6t the laws and constitutional sovereign- 
ty of the State. Such they unquestionably 
are. The entire proceeding is as arbi- 
trary as it is UDjus! and oppressive. Have 
we a government? We went to war to 
st rile this question; but it is now certain that 
we must wage two wars and achieve two vic- 
tories to settle the question in the affirmative. 
An important if not decisive engagement in 
one of these wars is about to take place in the 
field. An important if not a decisive engage- 
ment in the other will take place at the ballot- 
box in November. The prayer of our hearts 
is that the cause of the government may be 
victorious in both.

Sw bet Owen — S oMBrntFO Wroko — H w 
no* an error been commuted, a? to the num- 
ber that should have been drafted from 0 veo 
lOnniy? The number of enrolled militia re- 
torted in Owen, on the 1st September, 1863, 
according to Adjutant-General Boyle’s Re- 
port to tbe Legislature, was 1.508. She has 
eighty three volunteers in the Union service; 
ai d yet was called upon by the flraft lor only 
sixty-five men/ Oldham county bad 534 en- 
roll, d militia; has in tbe Union army 248 vol- 
unteers; and was called upon to raise by the 
draft forty men. Henry county had 795 en- 
rolled militia; 352 in tbe Union service, and 
had to furnish by the draft seventy-three men! 
By comparing the accounts as regards Henry 
and Oldham counties, with Owen’s, we have 
ccme to the conclusion, tbat the number 
which should bave been drafted from Oweu 
county is 651 — six hundrectand fifty-one. 

This is from the Frankfort Commonwealth 
In come comments which we made upon the 
recent draft in this city, we were struck with 
tbe same apparent discrepancy which ha3 ar- 
rested the attention of our contemporary at 
tbe State Capital, and we asked for some ex- 
planation. For having propounded such a 
question we were immediately denounced by 
the Press, the Administration organ in this 
city, as being reckless in our statements of 
facts, anxious to censure the public authori- 
ties, to excite prejudice against them, and 
to produce discord and alienation of feeling 
among loyal men. Oar inquiry was regarded, 
or ratberit was characterized, by the Press as 
an evidence of our disappointment that 'the 
draft passed off quietly, and we wore charged 
with a disposition to create dissatisfaction 
with the draft by producing the impression 
by cur "pretended statements ” that injustice 
bee been done in the appointment of the quota. 
All the torrent of vituperation, in which the 
Press indulged, was unsluiced bv our heinous 
crime of having asked a simple question, the 
solution ot which could not have influenced the 
draft because it wa3 all over, and our remarks 
were predicated on the past acts of the State 
County Clerks, and had no refcrence to the 
enrolling officers of ths Federal Government, 
who have been, as we know, most efficient 
agents in arranging the machinery for the 
draft We imputed no wrong, but we desired 
to find ouf if our own State officers had been 
deficient in exercising proper vigilance. The 
Commonwealth, however, says there was 
“something wrong,” and, strange to say, it 
goes to Adjutant- General Boyle's report for 
its statistics, upon which we also founded the 
“pretended statements” which the Press more 
than intimates were fabricated by us for tho 
malicious purpose of impeding the draft 
when the draft was over, and of creating dis- 
satisfaction with the draft. 

We do not of course anticipate that the 
Press will ever correct its impertinent insinu- 
ations, nor do we care that it shall do so, ex- 
cept ns we dislike to see such ma- 
lignity ns its bill of indictment exhibited 
introduced in the important political discus- 
sions of the day. We have therefore brought 
tbe Frankfort Commonwealth upon the stand, 
arid we desire to prove by it that oar impres- 
sions as to the strange disparity of the quotas 
of counties in this district were shared by it, 
end, therefore, if we were reckless in our 
statements, anxious todenounce the enrolling 
officers, to excite prejudice against the draft, or 
to produce discord among loyal men.ourFrank- 
fort contemporary must be jointly included in 
the indictment which the Press drew out 
against ns, but which we hope its second so- 
ber tncuRbc induced it to ignore.

But, 
until they arc vanquished, they will fight with 
an energy and a desperation that must com- 
mand the admiration of every heroic spirit, 
even w bile deploring their folly and despis- 
ing their cause. The body of Lee's army is * 
made up of veterans, who are used to expos- 
ure, familiar with hardships, enured to di3- 
c plme, and are unshaken by the thunders of 
b-ttile. Such troops cm be beaten only by a 
euccetsioD of desperate struggles. Nor are 
they liktiy to become demoralized. They 
wiii yield to an inevitable necessity only when 
they recognize it as inevitable. That they 
will be made to feel this we have not the 
slightest doubt. 

Now, if any conservative paper in the 
country bad decried the achievements of Grant, 
as one of these Republican papers does, or 
megnified the prowess of the enemy, as the 
other does, the epithet traitor would have 
flown at tbe head of the offender from all 
parts of the Republican ranks. As it is, the 
decrial, we suppose, pisses for legitimate crit- 
icism, and tbe magnification for cbivalric dis- 
cretion. At the same time the conservative 
papers are actually denounced as treasonable 
for comments which are neither decrials of 
our own achieve meats nor magoificuioas of the 
enemy's prowess.

said “stick” is rather scarifying to the sides of 
the Executive. As to the question of veracity 
between the President and General Schenck, 
who was also a party to a private arrange- 
ment, it is difficult to say which of the two 
will be triumphant. Tbat the President in 
his dealings with Blair and Schenck has tres- 
passed upon tbe constitution, is conceded by 
men of all parties, bat of course “military 
necessity” induced his action and who will 
dare complain? Those who expect that 
Schenck will be unhorsed willbedisapnomted. 

Washington Letter. 

Mr. Lincoln, in a communication to the 
House of Representatives, asserts that Gen- 
eral Schenck resigned his commission with 
the same understanding as that with which 
General Blair resigned his; namely, that he 
might take bis seat in Congress, as if he had 
resigned his commission, and, whenever he 
chose, retire from Congress, and take his 
commission, as if he had not resigned it. 
General Schenck, as we have mentioned in 
onr columns before, asserts that he did no 
such thing. He denies that he was a party 
to tbe arrangement. He says that he resign- 
ed his commission absolutely and in good 
faith, and that Mr. Lincoln knew it at the 
time, as he now knows it. This is the ques- 
tion of veracity to which the letter above- 
quoted alludes. 

The writer of the letter thinks, that, in this 
tilt, General Schenck will not be unhorsed. 
If he is, he must sit very lightly in the sad- 
dle of truth.

THE DRAFT— EXAMINATION— COMMUTATION, 

Baudstown, Kv, May 22, 1864. 

To the Editors of the Louisville Journal; 

Since all are vitally interested in the law 
which governs the present draft, with all, and 
more particularly with those who have been 
drafted, their aoxiety is at its pitch to attain 
to a correct definition of the law in some of 
its important details. 

One point I beg yon to elucidate in behalf 
cf our unfortunate friends, among whom, in 
c.nseqaence of adverse opinions being freely 
circulated upon the subjec', an uneasiness has 
unpleasantly arisen. It i3 assorted that a 
drafted man appearing before the examining 
board to risk its decision relative to his physi- 
cal soundness, and reported as having no law- 
ful excuse for exemption, is thereby debarred 
the privilege of paying the commutation 
money or of procuring a substitute. Many 
doubt tbe correctness of this view. I do — re- 
membering no place in the act wher9 ft so 
expresses itself; an?, if the point appears not 
specifically, certainly the inf.-rcnce does not 
authorize this construction. 

Please afford us accurate information by 
which all doubts may be removed.

The amended act parsed Feb- 
ruary 24, 1864, makes many miterial altcra- 
tiens, and renders obsolete many of the old 
circulars. Not one of the six paragraphs in 
the circular you published is now in force. 

A drafted person paying tbe commutation 
is relieved from the draft for filling this quota 
— the exemption in no case to extend beyond 
one year. 

A drafted person furnishing an acceptable 
substitute is exempted for the time for which 
such substitute is not liable to draft, not ex- 
ceeding the term for which he is drafted. 

A drafted man may, after he has reported 
to the Board of Enrolment and been exam- 
it id, turnieh a substitute or pay tho commu- 
tation. 

All who have been in the military service 
and discharged before having served two 
years are liable to draft.

At half-past nine, as I was raakiag oxygen 
gas for the Drummond light, the gum hose at- 
tached to the neck of the retort burst, on ac- 
count of being oxydized by constant use for 
the past six months. This is what caused the 
explosion. The iron neck of the retort being 
very bet caused the tube to burn violently, 
the oxygen supporting its combustion. This 
is what created the light which caused the 
alarm of fire to be given. Seeing what would 
happen, I look up the retort and carried it 
into the street without further accident than 
burning my hands very severely. 

^Y"The Danville Tribune says the 4th Ken- 
tucky Regiment, which has been statiouel at 
texiDgton since it riv enlisted, passed through 
that town on Tuesday last, under orders for 
the front. Large additions have been made 
to its ranks, audit now numbers over nine 
hundred men. The portion that passed through 
Dtnvilie were superbly mounted, and armed 
and equipped in the most superior mauaer. 

A finer or more soldierly body of men than 
this regiment do not fight under the starry 
banner of the Republic. Success attend them. 

War Telegram Marking Map.— T he last 
map of the seat of war in Virginia that we 
have yet seen is issued. by Prang & Co., of 
BcstOD. It is admirably arranged for tracing 
the routes of the armies and marking the spo's 
where important battles are fought. We 
don’t know its price, but we would not part 
with the one the publishers have sent us for 
any money, if we could not, obtain another. 

We clip the following items from the 
Nashville Press of Saturday: 

Female Volunteer. — It is becoming a 
EOted fact that the chronicles of the numerous 
adventures of females in th6 guise of "blue,” 
who pant after glory and romance upon the 
field of battle, performing the part of a “bold 
soldier- boy,” are not so encouraging and bril- 
liant they imagine. A case ot this kind came 
to light on Wednesday last. A lady of very 
delicate form and features, and of prepossess- 
irg appearance, who donned the suit of blue, 
and joined the ranks of the 10 1st Onio regi- 
ment, becoming separated from the same, and 
not having any frietids in the city to whom 
she would trust her precious 6elf, concluded 
to report to the sergeant of the guard, and 
disclose her sex, and thus secure comfortable 
quarters. She did so, telling the sergeant 
that she was a woman, and a soldier, and re- 
quested to be taken to some place of safety 
and comfort. The sergeant reportad the 
facts to the officer of the day, who provided 
eu smbulance, and had the “female volunteer’’ 
furnished quarters at General Hospital No. 1. 
She regrets her folly, and thoso who knew 
her at home Bpeak of her only in terms of 
praise. She declares positively that there are 
five more of her stamp ar privates io the 
ratks cf the 101st, and, if she has to go home, 
they must go too. 

At noon yesterday, when the squad s n- 
t need to hard labor came in for dinner, R ivsl 
G. Clark, irivate of the 10th Kentucky caval- 
ry (Federal), borrowed a razor for the purpose, 
as he said, of removing a troublesome corn. 
He went into his cell and cut his throat from 
ear to ear. By chance the main artery w s 
rot revered, and at four o’clock P. M. he was 
still alive and in his full senses, expressing his 
thoughts by writing. He was seat to bos p 1*1, 
though the ru g-on expressed itimpossible for 
him to survive. The cause of his strange oro 
ceeding was a letter from hie wife, in Ken- 
tucky, in which the stated her determination 
to get a divorce on ths ground of his beiog 
in ibe Military Prison. He was very anxio is 
to be raved, not fancyil g his mode of d ath.

A Remarkable Case. — B ut few works on 
surgery contain a more interesting or remark- 
able case than the following: 

Matthew Phenix, company B, 8fith New 
York volunteers was wounded by a spent ball 
in the left eye at Mine Run on the 27th dav of 
November, 1863. He was brought to the Bap- 
tist Church hospital, in this city, on the 4th 
day of December, 1863, where his wound was 
probed by Dr. C. P. Bigelow, surgeon in 
charge, who failed to discover the locality of 
the ball. 

He remained in the hospital some time, ex- 
periencing occasional pain, bat all the time bis 
general health was improving. The wound 
was frequently probed by Dr. Bigelow, but 
without any better result than at the first trial. 
About the 1st of March last, his general health 
being very good, be w4s granted a furlough 
for forty days. At the expiration of this time, 
he returned, and soon began to complain quite 
frequently of severe pain from his wounds. 
The wound was again probed, and some pieces 
of dead bone taken from his eye and tbs roof 
of his mouth. 

On Saturday last, in examining the wound 
again with a probe, Dr Bigelow discovered 
the locality of the ball, which seemed to be 
resting immediately over the pallet of the 
mouth or throat. Inserting his ball-fi rceps, 
he found he could not grasp it, and, after re- 
peated efforts, he concluded to wait until Sun- 
day morning, when it was his intention to 
separate the bone on each side of the eye, by 
which means it was thought the ball could be 
easily taken out. 

Early on Sunday morning a messenger 
aroused the doctor, aud informed him that 
Phenix was choking to death. He at once 
repaired to the hospital, where he found the 
patient in the condition stated. He soon dis- 
covered that the ball had been moved from its 
original bed a little lower down, and unless 
immediately removed must produce suffo-'a- 
tioD. He inserted his forceps and extracted 
it without the least difficulty, giving instant 
relief to his patient. . 

The ball was a grape-shot (iron) one and a 
half inches in diameter, and about four inches 
in circumference, and weighs but a fraction 
less than half a pound. To any one but a 
surgeon this story would seem somewhat mi- 
raculous, but truth sometimes is even stranger 
than fiction. Phenix is stili at the above hos- 
pital, and from all appearance the carrying of 
a cannon-ball in bis head for five months has 
but slightly impaired his health, aud not 
shortened his days in the least. 

Alexandria Stale Journal. 

James M. Fraley, of East Tennessee, con- 
victed cf bushwhacking aud murder by a 
court martial at the front, and the senteu e 
approved by the War Department, and tbe 
prisoner sentenced to be hung, was executed 
yesterday in the yard at the Penitentiary, at 
2 o’clock P. M. He ascended the scaffold in 
a perfectly calm and unexcited manner, not 
seeming to fear his fate, and, during the read- 
ing of his sentence and the few remarks of 
the Chaplain, bore himself like a brave man. 
After the prayer he was asked if. he had any- 
thing to say, when he stepped forward, aud 
in a low voice, said in substance that he was 
an innocent man; that though he was as good 
a rebel soldier as ever lived, he had not com- 
mitted murder Dor done anything that a sol- 
dier should not do. He also said that he be- 
lieved that all his sins bad been forgiveo, and 
that though he was an innocent man he did 
not fear death. After concluding his remarks 
he stepped back ou the drop, where his hands 
and feet were tied, and tbe fatal cap drawn 
over his head. At the signal the drop fell, 
and after hanging about fifteen minutes, the 
body was cut down and placed in the coffin. 
Thus did the stern arm of the law expiate h s 
offence, and set an example to all lawless des- 
peradoes . — Neshville Press , 21st.

We have captured the 
rebel General Walker, of the Texas troops.

Nkw Yoke, May 21. 

Private advices from the Army of the 
Potomac confirm tbs previous statements 
that Lee’s army is smaller than estimated, 
having been greatly reduced by the recent 
battles.

It is no w expected that the new tariff bill 
will be reported to tbe Hou3e by the Ways 
and Means Committee on Monday.

He is charged with writing 
in manifold the copies of the proclamation 
which Howard had drawn. It is alleged that 
he received a draft of the proclamation from 
Howard with a request to see that copies were 
dchtered at the newspaper offices in this city.

What ihe Commanding General does dis- 
courage is the tnaintainance of that class of 
men who will not take a musket and light, 
but who follow an army to pick news for 
sale, speculating on a species of information 
which is dangerous io tne army and our 
cause, and who are mure used to bolster up 
idle and worthless officers than to notice the 
haid-working and meritorioui, whose modes- 
ty is generally equal to their courage, and 
who scorn to seek the cheap fletteryot the 
prts=. VV. T. SHERMAN, Maj. Gen. 

The above circular Gen. Sherman has pub- 
lished to his army, and you have his authori- 
ty tor publishing it. 

Washington, May 21. 

A despatch from the headquarters of the 
Army ot the Potomac says tuat nothing of 
importance has occurred. The wounded 
from the fight of Thursday were sent to Fred- 
ericksburg during the day. The lo3s was 
heavier than at first supposed, about 1,100, 
ICO of whom were sent to Washington. 
A great number of the wounded who were 
brought to our hospitals and cared for many 
ot them have died. The rebel loss is es'itna- 
ted at 125 in killed and wounded, bssides 
about 450 prisoners who were sent to Wash- 
ington last night. 

Sixty citizens of Fredericksburg have been 
airested and will be sent to Washington to- 
day to be held as hostages for the sixty ot onr 
^vounded men taken by them and conveyed 
to Richmond. 

Ktbel prisoners continue to be brought 
in. Twenty weie captured last evening. 
They give glowing accounts of the rebel com- 
missiirat, and say that Gen. Lee feels certain 
of a fiDalvictory. 

Tbe Senate in executive session to-day con- 
firmed tbe nomination of Uol. S. Oarroll, of 
the 8:h Ohio, and Captain of the lO.h U. S. 
infantry, to be Brigadier-General for gallant 
ai.d distinguished service iu the eigne days’ 
battles in Wifdeiness and Spottsylvania. He 
is severely, and perhaps mortally wounded.

The 1,000 tons of gas coal contributed to 
the Sanitary Commission by Geo. Elliot Lin 
don, the freights upon which was paid by 
Jas. McHenry, of the same place, arrived this 
morning. Arrangements are being made to 
sell tome at public auction on Tuesday. 

Danboby, Conn., May 21. 
The depot of the Danbury and Norwalk 
Railroad, in this place, was entered last night 
by removing a panel of the door. Tbe safe 
was blown open and robbed of about $GG0. 

Detroit, May 21. 

The propeller Nile exploded this morning 
while lying at the dock. Six persons are 
known to be killed, and another supposed to 
be. The boat is a complete wreck.

Tn- 
lormation bad been given by contrabands of 
tbe location of the works, which were at a 
place called Cane Pitch, 12 miles from tbe 
inlet. Upon seeing the works, an armed 
crew wsb Bent ashore, who succeeded iu de- 
stroying them and burning the buildings

A communication has also bjen received 
from Pawnee, which says that an exnedition 
w ss sent up the St. John’s river, Florida, un- 
der command of General Biruer, and had 
been very successful. They did not, however, 
meet tbe enemy, who is supposed to ha7e 
crossed at Yazoo, on the east side of 3L John’s 
The expedition had not returned tp Jackson- 
ville at last advices: 

Eight hundred more wounded arrived thi 3 
morning. 

The subscriptions reported to the Treasury 
Deoartment to the 10 40 loan were $1 600,000. 

Richmond papers of the 19th claim a great 
victory over Sigel at New Market, aud say 
they would have captured his army had it uot 
been for our cavalry. According to their ac- 
count, Sigel ran twenty miles without stop- 
ping, abandoning his hospitals, burning his 
trains, &c. These papers state their losses at 
20,000 in the batties with the Army of the 
Potomac, bat claim a victory every time. 

The acknowledge losing 20 guns, but are 
silent as to the number of prisoners. 

Gen Meade issued an order, complimenting 
Gen. Tylers divieioh, and Gen. Kitchen’s 
brigade, for their gallantry in the action of 
Thursday. 

Cairo, May 22 

Admiral Porter's flag ship arrived at Mound 
City, and reports the entire fleet out of Red 
River dam, having reached sufficient ucighi 
oh the 8th to enable tbem to move. 

An extensive conflagration occurred recent- 
ly at Natchez, consuming several blocks of 
tbe most prominent buildings. It is supposed 
to be the work of an incendiary. 

Tbe steamer Mollie Able, from New Orleans 
on tbe 17th, arrived this evening. Tbe 17th 
and 28th Illinois infantry were on board, en 
route for Springfield. The 28th has re-en- 
listed, and the 17th is to be mustered out. 

Our forces evacuated Alexandria last week, 
and moved to Helmsport. A portion of 
Alexandria was burniog when our forces left. 

General McPherson, who is seriously ill, 
was on board. Colonel Mott, of the 149th 
Ohio, and muDy other officers of rank were 
killed, and the greater part of ou: troops were 
slaughtered, of which there were ahontfive 
hundred on board the steamer City Belle at 
the time she was captured and burned by the 
rebels thirty miles below Alexandria in tho 
early part of the month. 

Fourteen delegates to represent Louisiana 
in the Baltimore Convention were appointed 
on the 16tb. 

S. S. 0 sandra, from Boston, had arrived 
with thrr. hundred and eighteen men. 

Gener a Cortenas and staff, while riding 
through the streets, were insulted by the 
Frencn. A general quarrel ensued, and 
weapons were drawn and freely used by both 
parties. CorteDas’s Adjutant General shot 
a Frenchman dead during the melee, and an- 
other one was arrested. Much excitement 
prevails, and many French residents were 
leaving the city. 

New York, May 21. 

A Fortress Monroe despatch of tbe 20th to 
the Herald states that squads of rebel prison- 
ers continue to arrive in a delapidated condi- 
tion, who i xpresa hopes that the campaign 
wiil be dosed soon to.prevent4heir being ex- 
char ged. 

A Herald’s correspondent near Spottjylva- 
Dia Court Hcuse-o? the 2ist says our troops 
were moving all night to a new position. 
This morning the general headquarters were 
broken up. and Dearly the whole army is in 
motion. Pieciseiy where our next resting- 
plece will bo time a'.oae can determine. Toe 
general expectation is we shall have hard 
fighiing immediately. 

Another correspondent says of the fight on 
Ttuieday night, in which the raw heavy ar- 
tillery acted so handsomely: Our loss was biit 
half the Dumber originally stated. A rebel 
deserter says their loss was doujilo ours, aud 
represents the enemy as very much ch igrined 
at not beiDg able to '.urn onr flunk. The 9th 
corps now occupies a position in advance of 
two lines of works held by the enemy a few 
days since, so that oar progress if slow is at 
least Eure and steady. 

A Bill V AL OF THE STEAMSH1F.A3IBBICA. 

New York, May 22. 

The steamer America, from Houtbampton, 
arrived this morning. Sue brings tbe follow- 
ing items of news not conveyed by the ad- 
vices of the Peruvian: 

In ihe House of Lords Earl Rusjcll stated 
that the Conference had agreed to d suspen- 
sion of bOBti ities for one month from the 12th, 
on condition that the oiockade ot the German 
polls snonld cease. . 

Parliament adjourns on the 13th. 

The Bank of France raised the rate of dis- 
count to 8 pep cent. 

In a recerft naval engagement tha Austrians 
weie badly beaten. One frigate Was burne.d. 
The DuntB anchored behind Sand Island. Fif- 
teen Swedish and Norwegian war vessels as- 
sembled off Guttenbnrg, under Prince Oscar. 
Garibaldi arrived at Caprina on the 9th. Tne 
Danish naval success and suspension of hos- 
tilities was received in London with anima- 
tion. 

New York, May 22. 

The supply steamer Newbern, from the 
blockading squadron, has arrived. She has 
a number ot blockade-ruaners as prisoners. 

The iobel iron-clad North Carolina, which 
r.cenily came »sbort distance over Wdlmiug- 
ton t ar, leaked so bad she was compelled to 
run aebore. When the tide fell she broku in 
twain amidships. 



EfejV'Tte Detroit Free Press says: 

Our citizens will undoubtedly bs startled at 
the announcement that native gold has baen 
discovered in Detroit. The people of Van Bu- 
ren county have been congratulating them- 
selves on the discovery of precious metals in 
their midst, and have been doubly happy 
since it is established beyond a doubt that 
the gold is genuine, and is found in sufficient 
quantities to pay for the search. But it is not 
nectesary to go to Idaho, to the Upper Pen- 
insula, nor even to Van Buren county, for it 
was yesterday discovered that there is a vein 
of native gold within the limits of the cor- 
poration of the city of Detroit. 

Tlo discovery was made in the following 
manner: M. D Giadwitz, _the well-kaowii 
8 xtc n of Elmwood cemetery, was digging a 
trench on his grounds, opposite the cemetery, 
when he threw up coarse gravel and sand in 
which he perceived a substance which glitter- 
ed in the sun like flakes of gold. lie gather- 
ed a quantity of these flakes, many of which 
were as large as a pin's head, and had them 
thoroughly tested by jewe 1- ra, men competent 
t judge of their composition, who iuvariib y 
pronounced *hem genuiae gold. 

These minute flakes seemed to be scattered 
tbiough a vein of eand which runs across the 
lot, upon which our readers will remember a 
home was burned a few years ago, the ruins 
of which ere still standing. Mr. Giadwitz 
discovered similar flakes of gold about five 
yrats ago while digging in the same locality. 
They were examined at the time and pro- 
nounced genuine gel I, bnt nothing more was 
ttought about it and the matter had droppei 
from memory until the same substance was 
turntd up yesterday. 

From tbe investigations already made it 
set ms certain this is a vein of pure flake gold, 
but in what quantities it exists it is impossi- 
ble to say at present. A thorough chemical 
aniljeis of ihe substance found will be male 
to day, and if it proves to be genuine gold, 
re earches will at once be made as to its ex- 
tent acd location. We forbear further com- 
ment until investigation shall have proved 
whether tbe discovery is what it at present 
seems to be :

Gcxrillas withis Tsn Milks or Louia- 
villb. — On Saturday evening, about sun- 
down, some excitement was created ten miles 
out from the city, on the old Westport road, 
by the appearance upon the highway of nine 
suspicious-looking individuals, well mount- 
ed, heavily ermod with pistols and shot-guns, 
and dressed in butternut suits. When ques- 
tioned by some of the citizens as from whence 
?ey cjime, they stated that they were a fish- 
; party, just returning from Harrods creek. 
This was known to be false, as their faces were 
strange to the old settlers, who are familiar 
with all persons residing within miles of the 
neighborhood; and their weather-tanned ap- 
pearance, guerilla dress, and the carrying of 
guns, was evidence enough to give the lie to 
the statement. They made many inquiries in 
relation to the whereabouts of a Mr. Hight, 
who is a strong Union mao. Their actions 
were very suspicious, and, finding their pres- 
ence in the neighborhood the creation of mirh 
excitement, they moved down the road and 
were lost sight of in the darkness. The citi- 
zens took precautions to gu trd their property 
that night, driving their cattle into the barns, 
and standing watch over them with loadod 
guns. If the horse-thieves (for such they cer- 
tainly were) had made any attempt to prac- 
tise their calling in that neighborhood, they 
would have met with a warm reception at the 
hands of the citizens, who were determined 
to protect their property at all hazards. Oj 
Sunday a party were organizing to go in pur- 
suit of the thieves for the purpose of at- 
tempting to effect their capture. We have 
beard nothing from the locality since Sunday 
morning. 

Abrkst ox Turks Dasosrods Thieves— 
Stolen PnoriRiY Recovered. — Three of the 
moat encceieful thieves that ever infested the 
city of Louisville, through the efforts of Offi- 
cers Tilhrr, Bligb, and Gilmore were arrested 
yes^^lay afternoon. Almost nightly for 
fntbs past, private residences on Walnut, 
Floyd, East, and other streets in that neigh- 
borhood, were entered and plundered of silver- 
ware and other -valuable articles. So adroit 
were the thieves in all of their operations that 
they dtfied the vigilance of the police, and, 
with their booty, escaped detection. Yester- 
day evening, the above-mentioned officers 
made a descent upon a house standing on the 
narrow alley running between Third and 
Yourth streets and Main and Water, and, plac 
ing the inmates— John Dubois, a Frenchman 
named Joirot, and a woman who call3 herself 
K&t* Redding-under arresy.be premises were 
searched, and from various dark corners many 
stolen treasures were brought to light. Tue 
articles consisted of silverware and plate of al- 
most every description, clothing, trunks, and 
merchandise of various kinds. The articles dis- 
covered filled two large trunks. The guilty 
trio were marched to the jail and placed in 
confinement. They arc dangerous characters, 
and the p-ablic will rejoice to know that they 
have at last been detected and secured in 
prison. Let speedy jnatice be done them. The 
property recovered will be on exhibition at 
the office of the Chief of Police at 9 o’clock 
this morning, and parties who have had their 
henees plundered ate requested to call and 
identify their goods. 



Runaways Captcred. — Twelve slaves — 
women and children — owned by Mr. Gibson 
Mallory, of Jefferson county, eight miles from 
the city, were arrested by the police force of 
Jeffersonville, at the railroad depot in that 
city, at a very late hour last night. At mid- 
night, the policemen arrived in the city with 
the slaves in charge, and fnrned them over to 
'he authorities, who furnished them safe quar- 
last night. Two negro men, the 
chatter**! some party in Kentucky, unknown 
to us at the late hour of the present writing, 
were arrested with the slaves of Mr. Mallory. 
The whole party -succeeded in making their 
escape from their owners on Sunday night. 
They state that two soldiers ferried them over 
the Ohio river before daylight yesterday 
aorning. They will be delivered np to their 
owners to-day. 



ti&r The Louisville and Henderson packet 
lice have established an Adams Express con- 
necting at Henderson with Cairo. This en- 
terprise will prove of great advantage to the 
public, and, without doubt, it will command 
an extensive patronage.

«6T On Friday afternoon, at Pittsburg, a 
man named Evan Moran was killed on the 
new iron-clad gunboat A’anaynnk under the 
following circumstances: Moran was engaged 
in hoisting a large iron plate upon the turret 
Of the vessel, when by some means the plate 
became disarranged, and swung agaiosl him, 
striking him on the head and killing him in- 
stantly. The deceased was about twenty-six 
years of age, and unmarried. 

Court-martial — Tne evidence in the case 
of Lieut. Jiffrey Rogers was finished yester- 
day. The accused asked for time to prepare his 
Uten final defence, which request was 
grantW^y the court. An adjournment was 
voted until 10 o’clock this morning, when the 
case will be finished by the sentence being 
recorded. Joseph Baker, of the 6:h Ken- 
tucky infantry, will then arraigned and 
Tied on the charge of desertion. 



WB“A deserter of the 20th Kentucky regi- 
ment was arrested at a late hoar last night by 
officer Sinkhorn. In conducting him to the jail 
the soldier attempted to make his escaps by 
running, but a Ehot from the-efficer’s revolver 
brought the fleeing man to a halt. He accom- 
panied the policeman to the jail without offer- 
ing further resistance, and was safely confined 
in a cell last night 

Barracks News. — The receipts at the Bar- 
racks yesterday were two hundred and nine- 
ty-thieo convalescents from various points, 
three deserters from Detroit, four from Indian- 
apolis, three from Cincinnati, and one from 
Pittsburg. The transfers were two hundred 
and sixty- one stragglers and recruits to 
Nashville, ten prisonersto Nashville, and two 
to Lexington. 

JfiYThree field and nineteen line officers 
of the rebel army were forwarded from the 
Military Prison yesterday evening to John- 
son’s Island. Five hundred and fourteen 
non-commissioned officers and privates were 
sent to the prison at Alton, Illinois. The 
captures are from Gen. Johnston’s army, 

Kg’* Daniel Sullivan, who keeps a coffee- 
house on Bioadway, between Ninth and Tenth 
streets, was arrested yesterday, charged with 
selling intoxicatibg drinks to soldiers. His 
Stock of liquors was confiscated. We suspect 
that Daniel will be more careful in the future 
about violating orders. 

I®* Col. Frank Wolford arrived in the 
city last night on the Lebanon train. He is 
accompanied by bis fearless Chaplain, known 
Drs of the Journal by the nom de 
j.iume of ‘‘Kirkwood.” They are the guests 
of the Louisville Hotel. 



Fourteen rebel deserter?, wbo had 
taken the oath, were received at Nashville on 
Saturday, with one lieutenant and ninety- 
eight privates, captured at or near Cal- 
houn, Resaca, and Rome. Among these 
men are Alabamians, Georgians, and quite a 
number of (rebel) Kentuckians, of the 2d 
Kentucky infantiy, 6th Kentucky infantry, 
and 9,b- Kentucky (rebel) cavalry. Some of 
them gave ns amusing accounts of tbe news 
in the rebel army. For instance, their officers 
bed publicly announced to them, previous to 
ibis laBt fight, that Grant was terribly whip- 
ped, and that Lee was following him right 
on to Washington; that the Army of the Po- 
tomac was destroTed, and that now all they 
bad to do was to whip Sherman, and that 
would end tbe war and result in the inde- 
pendence of tbe Confederacy. The Kentucki- 
ans were promised that they should see their 
homes soon, when the rebel army had drireu 
everything before it to the Ohio. This news 
was received with the greatest enthusiasm, 
and tbe men went into the fight on double- 
quick, but, added our informant with a sigh, 
“You Yanks were too heavy for us.” 

**r The launch of the Oneota, Saturday after- 
noon, at Cincinnati, was witnessed by a large 
assemblage of people, who lined the river 
shore and boats for several squares beio w the 
building from whence the gunboat emerged. 
There were near 200 persons, many of them 
ladies, obtained standing room on her deck, 
and ran the risk of a ducking a3 she plunged 
into the river. But the launch was graceful- 
ly accomplished, only about one-fourth of her 
length going under water, when she floated 
as steadily as a swan, running down below 
Vine street, six squares, before a couple of 
small steamers caught her and towed her back 
to shore. The Oneota is an exact mate of tho 
Catawba, which wo described at some length 
a few weeks ago. The two are now lying 
side by side below Deer Creek, where they 
will be completed as soon as possible. 

Fatal Accident on the Columbus and 
Cleveland Railroad —The Saturday morn- 
ing express from Columbus, north, met wilh 
a serious accident at or near Gilead Station. 
The second car from the baggage, through a 
defective rail or a sudden jerk of ihe locomo- 
tive, broke both of its connections and slid or 
fell out of the train while running at fast 
sp« ed. Those in the car were all more or less 
njured, and one gentleman, Mr. Dewitt, of 
Cleveland, member of the State Board of Ag 
liculture, was instantly killed, and another 
member of the same board, Mr. Greer, of 
Paints; ille, seriously injured. Twelve others 
were badly wounded

Miss Buchanan, as Zoe' tbe Octoroon, 
plays with pathos and judgment. 

Brilliant Affair.— One of the bravest 
inc. dents that we have lately heard of oc- 
curred beyond Scottsboro, on the Huntsville 
and Stevenson Railroad, last Tuesday morn- 
ing, about 1 o’clock. Soon after leaving 
Scottsboro nearly one hundred shots were fired 
into tbe tram, thirty-eight striking the loco- 
motive, one of them wounding the engineer, 
B. W. Custer, in the band. The train did 
not stop, but went on nearly half a mile, 
where Ihe track was torn up, which threw 
the whole train into the ditch. As soon 
as the accident took place all the availa- 
ble force on board were set at work 
tryirg to get the locomotive back upon the 
track, but were obliged to desist, as the gue- 
rillas, ever seventy in number, fired upon 
them. This caused great confusion and fright 
amoDg some, but Lieut. John Burrows, of the 
31st Missouri infantry, Military Conductor, 
took the Bix guards of ihe 15th Pennsylvania 
cavalry, and repulsed the guerillas. As the 
morning was foggy, the attacking p irty could 
not tell bow many were defending tbe wreck- 
ed train, and, as Lieut. Burrows kept his men 
together at the point menaced by attack, firing 
a Volley as fast as they could load, the gue- 
rillas were afraid to approach. Although 
counselled by passengers lo surrender, Lieu-. 
Burrows, like a brave man and a true soldier, 
replied that be would not until compelled to 
do so. Two hours passed by, when two com- 
panies of the 56 h Illinois volunteer infan- 
try came to tbeir relief from Mud Creek, 
two miles distant, attracted by the firing. 
They surrounded the place, bat captured 
ODly four guerillf-s, the rest escaping. Tbe 
train was well worth robbing, as one per- 
son bad $19,000 in money, and the Adams 
Express Mts ; erger had over $10,000 worth 
of goods in his car. Report say3 that 
the messenger was somewhat frightened, 
but succeeded in hiding three fifty dol- 
lar l ills in a place which we have no idea the 
guerillas would have searched had the train 
been captured. The engineer, Mr. Caster, and 
the six guards of the 15th Pennsylvania cav- 
alry, deceive great praise for their coalueiS 
and bravery, and Litut. Burrows wellde erves 
promotion for his gallant conduct in defend- 
ing the train against such odds. No serioui 
* loss was caused by the train being thrown 
from ihr track, except thatone brakeman was 
very badly bruised, but it is thought that he 
will recover. We repeat the assertion that 
tbSs was one of the most brilliant affairs we 
have lately heard of anywhere.

Hawthobsi’s Death. — Th9 Boston Po;t 
aaje Hawthorne’s death occurred at Ply- 
mouth, N. H , on tho morning of the 19th ina 1 . 
He was stopping there in the course of a jour- 
ney for his health, with er-President Pierce, 
bis life-long friend. At two in the morning 
his friend looked in upon him, and at three 
he ftund him dead in his bed. Though he 
has lorg been en invalid, none cf his friends 
rupposed him to be eo near his end. Mr. 
Hawthorne was born in Salem, July 4, 1804; 
hence, he was nearly silty years of age. H:s 
life was uneventful, yet it has an outline, 
there a^e prominent facts well to note here, 
not so much as mile-stones indicating his 
progress, ao isolated facts denoting his exist- 
ence. His growth was that a man of the im- 
agination, not that of a man of tho world; so 
the ordinary standards of human life will not 
meaEure him. His ancestors were men of the 
eea— bis father died at Havana in 1810. It is 
8»id of bis mother that she was a woman of 
“great beauty and extreme sensibility,” and 
her grief for her husband’s death caused her to 
live tbe rest of her life a mourner in abso- 
lute seclusion. Here are the sources of 
tbe power and the genius of Hawthorne— 
this “extreme sensibility” was transmit- 
ted to tbe son; he also, by nature, took to 
seclusion, and there is sensibility fall of eyes, 
and ears, and activities of imagination, con- 
jured up, and create those exquisite characters 
that have become an honor to and an endur- 
ing part of American literature. At ten Haw- 
thorne (was sent to live on the borders of 
Lake Stbago, inllaine; finally returned and 
completed his preparatory course for college 
in Salrm, and graduated from Bowdoin Col- 
lege in 1825 in the same class with George 
B. Cbteverand Henry W. Longfellow. His 
friend, tbe Ex-President, graduated in tbe 
class preceding. After graduation he remained 
many years in Salem, a recluse almost from 
his own household — his only delight was the 
fairy land bis own brain created. In 1832 
he published a romance, never sinoe acknowl- 
edged nor identified by tbe pablic. Iu 1837 
he published “Twice Told Tales,” collect- , 
■ d from his contributions to current liter- 
tare. Ltr gfellow soon pronounced it the work 
of a mnn of genius. It was slow, however, iu 
making its way to a second edition, which 
appeared in 1842. A second series was col- 
lected from the Democratic Review and pub- 
lished at the same lime; aud they were pro- 
nounced by competent judges to be superior 
creations. In 1833 Br. Bancroft, the historian, 
as Collector of the Port of Boston, made him 
a weigher and ganger in the Custom-house, 
which place he retained until removed by a 
Whig Administration in 1841. After this be 
became one of the founders of the Brook Farm 
Association, and epend a few months among the 
farrows. He soon returned to and resided in 
Boston until 1843, when he married, and took 
up his home in tbe old manse at Concord, near 
ihe first battle ground of the American Revo- 
lution. Here he wrote "Moses from aa old 
Manse,’’ in the study, in the rear of th9 
house, in the same room where Emerson 
wrote “Nature,” and from the windows of 
which the clergyman of C incord watched the 
battle ot Concord Bridge. Here his residence 
of three yeais was that of a recluse — ho min- 
gled liitle with the society of the village. In 
1846 Mr. Bancroft appointed him surveyor of 
tbe port of Salem, and for the next three j eats 
be was the chief man in the decayed old Cas- 
tom-house in that city. 1 a 1849 he removed 
from Salem to Lenox, and lived in a small rod 
cottage on the shore of a lakelet called the 
Stockbridge Bowl. Here h3 wrote the “Home 
of the Seven Gables,” printed in Boston in 
1851 ; also tbe "Blitbedale Romance.” His 
“Scarlet Letter” appeared in 1850, one of the 
mest powerful of his books. Ia 1852 die re- 
moved to Ooncotd, where he purchased » 
house and a few acres of land; ia Uie Saao 
year he published a life os' nt3 old friend the 
candi date for the Presidency. After the iaau 
guration of the new President he w,i3 ap- 
pointed by him as Consul to Liverpool, 
which office he held until 1857, when he 
resigned, and spent some time in travelling in 
Europe. Since hie -return here, he has pub- 
lished a stries of papers iu the Atlantic 
Monthly, and they have been issued under the 
title of “Our Old Home.” These are simple, 
plain facts, which outline the principal inci- 
dents of his outward life. His life was not 
exterior — it was th8 subjective, the thought- 
ful, the creative. The fact that he was Con- 
sul, that he was a member of the Brook Farm 
Association, that he was twice the recipient- 
of the favors of tbat eminent historian Mr. 
Bancroft, are all nothing. They are a credit, 
not to him, but to those who conferred the 
favors, because they showed their appreciation 
cf a superior genius. We remember well 
hearing an elderly lady tell the surprise with 
w bich the people of Salem greeted a book from 
tbat peculiar, undemonstra ive do-nothing 
young man, Nathaniel Hawthorne. Salem 
bad not yet discovered the diamond; it lay 
rolling in the dust at their feet. But he came 
out, and, though slow in letting mankind 
know of the better part of him, he made his 
mark deep and strong and high when he made 
it. It is a little singular, bat this recluse, who 
seemed to avoid men and the great busy world 
abcut him; who seemed to make friendship 
only with nature— knew men moat thorough- 
ly. By an intuition that belongs to genius 
only, ho went straight to tho springs of ac- 
tion in his judgment of human nature; and 
what he built np as character creations, were 
consistent, natural, logical characters; strong 
aad isolated, aad distinct tbe outline. He 
turned, after all, to man for his real interest. 
He did not spend all his days in dissect- 
ing a rose leaf, and in luxuriating upon 
its fragrance, because be loved nature and 
her solilnde. Though he was a friend 
of Emerson, and of Thoreau, and with 
them read the sermons in stones, and spent 
fall maiiy long hours in that occupation, those 
sermons from the stones only aided him to 
understand man, the centre around which his 
genius revolved. In bis line no man in Eng- 
land nor in America has created more power- 
ful character; has made more distinctive marks 
in English literature. Without hesitation we 
place him at the head of the writers of romance 
in this country. He was not of the style of 
Cooper, and had not the same fertility of 
genius; but he had far more depth of thought 
and power of expression. His place in Amer- 
ican literature is by the side of living. There 
was tbe same elaboration, tho same ease, the 
same completeness of literary execution in 
the woiks of each. Irviog ha-1 the wider 
range, fcnt Hawthorne had the greater con- 
cen’ration; living had the greater ten- 
derness and pathos, but Hawthorne the 
greater power to stir the stormy pas- 
sicnB. Long after the St. Vitus school of 
to day, aDd its great lights aro forgotten 
only as abortions in literature, these two men 
will be read, and admired. The chirm of 
their style is too great to let thme die. Lit- 
erature with them was a serious business, 
and they brought a good judgment to direct 
the efforts of superior geuiu3 and a ripe cul- 
ture. We cannot help naming them, together. 
We put their books on the same shelf, one for 
tte calmer mood, one for the stormier; one 
to please atd soothe; and one to draw the 
«rp,cl or demon in U3, and set them to their 
labor. We hoped for some years more of la- 
boi for Raw'bcrne, but he is taken. W»3hali 
be ttankinl for what he has ltf: behind him. 
">11010 18 rio stain or dishonor os all be did. 
H>s books will become a “Great Scone Faje,” 
upon w hich the young may look, and yet may 
loi k a little longer, until the ^lineaments of 
benevolence, and goodness, and power, shall 
g-tiw into their characters, and make them 
the nobler for the vision of tbe Superior which 
Lis genius has placed before them. 

A cute lawyer, pleading for a burglar, 
agu nst wbcm the case was clear, con'ended i hit 
as le bad bien caught before he had introduc- 
ed more of liis person than the upper part into 
the hrqise in question, a-ked : “Can a roan 

be said to enter a house when o-ly one half of 
bis bedy was in and tbe ofter half out?” “I 
shn 1 leave the whole matter to the jury. Th-y 
must judge of the liw and the facts as prov- 
ed,’ replied the judge. The jury brought in 
a verdici of “guilty” as to one half of thcbidy 
from the waist up, and “not guilty” as to the 
other half The judge sentenced the gudty 
ha'f to wo years imprisoment, leaving it to the 
prisoner's rption to have the no: guilty half 
cut off or take it along with him.

Akcixst and Modiks Oosqosst — A few 
days since we denied that any part of Ra- 
gland, or any portion of the English race, were 
ever subjugated, in the sense in which the 
dominant party now proposes to subjugate the 
South. We arc answered by the Sentinel and 
Madison Journal with a quotation from Au- 
gustin Thierry’s eulogy ef the Normau inva- 
sion. 

Tbat history is a mere glorification of 
French deeds, and i3 not regarded as imnartial 
authority upon the subject either in France 
or England. Michelet, another French au- 
thor, is adjudged less partial, but still partial 
to his own race and blood. We might as well 
accept a history of this war from Stantoa, for 
tru’h, as to look for truth in tha generalities 
of any of these French histories as to the so- 
called Norman conquest. 

No donbt Stanton considers the Smth— at. 
hast a greater proportion of it — already sub 
jugated, though we are uot the real misters 
of a tquare rod of its territory, or a baker’s 
dezen ot the Southern people. The Norm in 
historians, who treat the victory of William 
as a conquest, looked tbrengh the same sort 
of goggles. At this day all England rightly 
rogards the notion that William subjugated 
the country aea "vulgar error.” And so itis. 

Psgvs might be quoted from writlea history 
favonug both aspects of the question, but 
ihere are certain general facts Emitted by ev- 
ery creditable writer which aetermiae the 
whole question better than the dictum of any 
historian. When the battle of Hastings w.u 
fongbt William proclaimed an intention, not 
to revolutionize and destroy the local in- 
stitutions of the country, but to defend and 
nio’ect them. During his whole subsequent 
life he never acted upon any other pretence.. 
He took a solemn oath to protect every En- 
glish right and law. He took this oath nit 
once, but twice. Every act of his as king 
was done under the form of English law. The 
Saxons never lost a legal right which they en- 
joyed before. Trial by jury wa9 not a Norman, 
but a Saxon right, which William twioeswore 
to preserve He did not make the mass of the 
I'.Dglish people serfs— he found them so. The 
battle ot Hastiogs was fought against him, 
not by the mass of the people, but by Six >u 
Dobles and their immediate retainers. His 
dororsday book was but an inventory of the 
national property for the purposes of royal 
revenue, similar to the assessment rolls of our 
time. He did not confiscate the property of 
the cation, but only of those found in arms 
against him. Even iu that he didnotsuc- 
ceed. Though he died in the plentitude of h>s 
power, he was refused the poor privilege of 
burial upon confiscated estate, by its original 
owner, and the burial was delayed at tha 
grave until the soil was paid for by his 
family in bard silver. It is true that hisrjicn 
was a reign of oppression, in which the Saxon 
race was robbed and plundered by a more 
powerful, more enlightened, and more crafty 
race. But the spirit of resistance was con- 
stant and imperishable. There was no subju- 
gation. The Sapon conquered in the end. 
No Norman institution was ever planted ou 
British soil. Saxon blood, Saxon laws, aud 
t-ason language reign triumphant still. Su- 
; rome military power, continuous oppressions, 
and continual eacrifices, even though accom- 
panied by constant efforts at compromise, 
failed to subdue the spirit of the nation or 
establish any landmark of Normau suprema- 
cy. As Ilume says, “a long ttail of time 
gradually united the two nations aud made 
them one people,” but thi Normau passed 
under tbe Saxon government, while the for- 
mer left no trace of his power save a faint 
token of remembrance in the popular lan- 
guage and manners as gradually affected by 
social iutercourso. 

Aud Ibis is the model conquest held up for 
cur cxanijJe ““d admiration. Lincoln, we 
u^poee, is the royal hot-blooded Normau 
knight who is to accomplish what his ancient 
prototype never dared to attempt or confess, 
by coLfiacatiDg the whole mass of Southern 
estates; by abrogating the whole pile of 
Southern statutes and constitutions; by reduc- 
ing to poverty aud serfdom a race hitherto 
rich and free, and by erecting a new empire 
where the tegro shall play the chevalier at 
court and the oppressor in the admioi stratiou 
of the law. Itis certainly a poor compliment 
to our soldiers to assume that they have been 
fighting, bhtding, and dying by the thousand 
tbe past week for such a foolish and unholy 
corsummation as this — Milwaukee News.

• I. No person shall directly cr indirectly attempt to 
prevent any other person from working on such terms 
as he may agree upon, in any manufacturing esta ilish- 
me >t wbeie articlesare made which may he required 
in the military or naval service of the United States. 

II. ha comb nations shall be formed or meetings 
be held having fit thi-ir object to prescribe to the pro- 
prietors of uny such establishment whom they shill 
t mploy 1 herein, or how they shall coudu -t the opera 
tions thereof. 

Ill The proprietors of such establishments in the 
city of Louisville will forthwith transmit to the oflice 
of the Provo- 1 Marshal of tho city the nanv-s of all 
persons who have, sinew the 16th day of April, l->4, 
left their employ to engage in any such combination 
as that above referred to, or have beeu induced to leave 
by tho effort* of any one Mnoennd therein. The 
places of residence of persons who have taken an a c- 
tive part iu any combination or effort to control the 
conduct of any* such establishment, or to prevent per- 
sons trom working therein, will be giv<-n.

lie mo v ce injured thereby, it is ordered that— 

I. No person shall directly or indirectly attempt to 
prevent any other person from working on such terms 
as he may agree upon, in any manufacturing establish- 
ment where articles are made which miy no required 
in the military or naval service of the United States.
